Sununaryp of PLews from the Far East. 
—o— 
JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port we have dates to the 2Sth June. The 
mails of 26th April arrived out on the 16th June, conveying 
also telegraphic advices from London to the 15th May. 

The principal item of news is the signing of the new con, 
vention and tariff, which has already been briefly announced 
by telegraph, The convention will be found in full in another 
column, together with an abstract of the tariff. ri 

The Japan Herald says: — “Tn our own political world 
a work has been completed, almost equal to the sign- 
ing of another treaty. .The tariff has been settled, and the 
convention that makes it law signed by the representatives of 
the Tycoon of Japan and of the Treaty Powers, and the new 
system comes into operation on the Ist July, Both the tariff 
and the convention are given in our present mail issue, and we 
are of opinion that the latter will be read with very great 
interest, and its provisions meet with approbation. ‘The 
Japanese Government, it will be seen, have yielded to the 
necessity of the bonded warchouse system. This virtually 
es the open ports entrepots, and as our suggestion of free 
ports was not admitted (in which case the merchants would 
have had the goods in their own godowns under their 
own care), wo consider tho next best thing has been 
done. The question of drawbacks the Japanese author- 
ities will positively not cntertain, but much has been 
gained in the estabiishment of the bonded warchouses ; and as 
the Chamber of Commerce so pertinaciousiy refused to have 
our scheme, they will now have the satisfaction of paying as 
before, and storing their goods in their own godowns, or taking 
advantage of the bonded warehouses and covscquent facility for 
re-export, and paying warehouse charges to the Japanese Govern- 
meut, whilst their own warehouses are empty. ‘he change, 
however, is a great advance, and the 8th, 9th, 10th and 11th 
articles are such as are calculated to assist the expansion of trade 
to an unlimited extent. The representatives of the four Powers 
had, we learn, the greatest difficulty in obtaining all that the con- 
vention yields, but their steady combination aud unity of action, 
aided by their clear and convincing arguments, availed at last,and 
we sce the result. The ground of complaint against the Tycoon 
that the Daimios may have before had is taken away, aud not 
only they, but any of their people may tito freely at the 
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open ports, or in any port in the world, in anything but war 
vessels, without the interference of Government officials, The 
7th clause, too, is a most important one, and if such regulations 
can be made as lead to the prevention of the constant irrita- 
tion arising from the conduct of business by the petty Japanese 
officials, we shall indeed be thankful. Since reading and weighing 
the various articles of the treaty, we arc morethan ever convinced 
that every scheme that has been proposed for settling this tariff 
question had difficulties. We still like our own scheme best, 
and are pretty certain that before six months pass over us 
every member of the Chamber of Commerce that has a godown 
will think with us. But the easiest scheme is decidedly that 
which has been actually arranged; and if it had been possible 
to attach the drawback system to it, as at home, merchants 
would find it all that they could desire. “Practically, however, 
we do not think that under the Japanese Government this could 
be worked, except with attendant annoyances that would keep 
Japanese and foreign officials always in hot water. As a whole, 
the Convention will be admitted to be a very admirable one ; 
and although its more political provisions may be slow in taking 
effect, their ultimate advantages to Japan and its tradal and 
sociable developments are certain.” 

The depression caused by the intelligence conveyed in some 
of the later telegrams, of the disasters in the money market and 
the suspension of Overend, Gurney and Co., and other banks, dis- 
count houses, finance associations, large contracting and mer- 
cantile firms, is very great, and much anxiety is felt as to the 
details that will come by the next mail. 

Tho position of affairs in the south is without improvement. 
ELMS. Cormorant (says the Japan Times) arrived on the 27th 
Tune, from Nagasaki, and by her we have news from Shimono- 
seki, Our informant, who has lately been at that port for some 
time, reports that Chiosiu, considering the demands of 
the Shogoon absurd (the cession of a large part of 
his territory and his own disgrace), has defivitely and 
positively refused them, and is perfectly ready to maintain his 
position by force of arms, He is, it is now well known, sup- 
ported by Satsuma. The followiug document, purporting to bo 
addressed by that Prince to the Shogoon, has been placed in 
our hands, and though we caunot vouch for its authenticity the 
source from which we obtained it renders it difficult fur us en- 
tirely to discredit it. It runs thus :— 

“Some years ago, on the occasion of a bad harvest in my 
dominions, I borrowed 3,000,000 bags of supplementary rice 
(or rice to supplement my wants) from Matsudaira Daigen no 
Daibu (Chiosiu). The said person has now fallen under Impe- 
rial (your) displeasure, and must suffer much inconvenience, I 
wish, therefore, to purchase ‘in all the ports and harbours and 
convenient places,’ 3,000,000 bags of rice to return his kindness 
with. This report is therefore made.” 

‘We do not in the least degree believe that Satsuma ever 
borrowed the above-mentioned rice, but the document is inte- 
resting asa specimen of Japanese diplomacy. The Shogoon 
has already paid a million and a-balf of doliars as a penalty 
for the fault of Chiosiu in firing on foreign ships in the Straits 
of Simonoseki ; it would be heaping Pelion on Ossa if he were 
now to allow himself to be taken in by this shallow artifice 
and permit Satsuma to provision the Prince of Nagato with 
rice purchased at his enemy’s ports. 

Intelligence has been received from Hiogo to the effect that 
an enormously rich merchant named ‘lakadaya Kiubei has been 
arrested, and the whole of his property confiscated for the 
offence—it is allezed—of selling rice for exportation to France. 
We had heard of this previously, and from so many different 
sources as to compel our belief that, at all events, there is some 
trath in the report, 

A collision has recently taken place between the Russians 
and Japanese on the island of Saghalien, north of Yesso. From 
good Japancse authority we (Jupen Times) learn that the facts 
of the case were as follow:—Eight Japanese were driving out 
in sledges drawn by dogs, when they caine unexpectedly upon a 
Russian outpost, into whose eucampment they rushed, not 
being able to restrain their dogs. The Russian soldiers were 
offended at this rudeness, and began to beat the Japanese for it. 
The latter attempted to explain and apologise ; but as neither 
party could understand the other's language, the Russians con- 
tinued their blows until the Japanese cou!d bear it no longer, 
and drew their swords, and having killed five of the Russians, 
withdrew. A complaint was made to the Japanese authori 
at Hakodate, and the result was that all the eight Japane: 
who had been engaged in the afiray were arrested and thrown 
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into prison, Our informants cannot say in what part of the 
island this took place, but it is not unlikely that it occurred in 
the neighbourhood of the new Russian settlement at the southern 
extremity of Saghalien, We bad previously been told by the 
Japanese that the Russians landed 500 troops there last spring. 
Thirteen years ago they had s sottlement and small fort there, 
but did not keep it long, and now they have again taken pos- 
session of the same place. 





CHINA, 
PEKING, 

From Peking we learn that matters in the North are in a 
very disturbed state. Kansuh is apparently hopelessly lost to 
China, and a Mahomedan rule is established there. Brigandage 
continucs rife in Manchuria, and Wen Seang with his disciplined 
troops has gained no great success, The rebels aro well 
mounted, and flit about amongst the hills, keeping out of his 
way, and creating the greatest confusion in that part of the 
empire, The Mongolian frontier, especially towards Ku-pei K’ou, 
is also infested by banditti, which renders travelling in that part 
of the country extremely unsafe, 

We regret to learn that small pox is prevalent in Peking. 
One European, viz., Mr. Henning, Student Interpreter at the 
Russian Legation, had died of it. No other deaths amongst the 
foreign residents are recorded. 

The weather in Peking has been extremely warm, the ther- 
mometer ranging about 100 Fahrenheit. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Peking Gazxite often throws a glimpse of light upon the 
Jittle known affairs of Tartary. The Lama hicrarchy has 
during four centuries attained great power among the Tibetiang 
and Mongols. It is the policy of the Chinese Imperial Govern- 
ment to patronise the great Lamas and to keep them in check. 
The way to keep Tartary quiet is to keep (he princes and great 
Lamas in pay, to show them a studied external respect, and to 
keep a tight rein on their necks should they evince avy ten- 
dency to independent action. 

Each Mongol tribe has its living Buddha, a great Lama, who 
when he dies is succeeded by a boy Lama, into whose body 
the soul of the deceased is believed to have trausmigrated. The 
great Lamas are called Gegen, “ enlightencd ones,” or Hutuktu, 
“those who have attained rank.” There are perhaps 200 Ge- 
geus in Tartary. A few among these receive tl.c higher title, 
Hautuktu. 

The Gazette states that one of these spiritual dignitarics now 
in Peking has requested porn ission to go to So'ning, in the 
province of Kansu, for the purpose of fighting the Mahomedan 
rebels, The temples of the Lama religion there need to be 
defended, and what the Hutuktu offers to do is to head a large 
body of Mongolian and Sifan Lamas, and lead them out against 
the Mohomedans now in insurrection ; or he is willing to go in 
the train of a Chinese general. The Emperor refuses him per- 
mission, and directs the board for managing the affairs of Tar- 
tary to examine the title of this Lama to wear a yellow gown 
embroidered with dragons, said to hive been presented to his 
fifth predecessor by the Emperor Kanghi, The Mahomedan 
rebels have retired lately from Shensi, and prospects have 
improved in that part of China. 

NANEING. 

The Nienfei have assembled in considerable force in the 
upper portion of this province, and are even said to have pene- 
trated within sixty miles of the northern bank of the Yangtsze, 
opposite Chinkeang. This, if it be correct, is a rather serious 
announcement, as it implies their presence in the heart of the 
salt districts. It had been considered that Libungchang, 
with his disciplined troops, possessed sufficient force to 
crush any rebel army that could assemble against him, and 
that, though much damege might have been done before the 
arrival of his troops at the scene of action, their success was 
certain, ‘The event, however, has not justified these anticipa- 
tious, Whether well or ill disciplined, his troops are commanded 
by men who are utterly ignorant of the simplest word of com- 
mand, and the defeat which they have incurred was, under these 
circumstances, inevitable. They have lost several guns and a 
large number of Enticld rifles; the prestige of the rebels bas 
advanced correspondingly, and the confidence of the population 
in their protecturs has been shaken, 

SHANGHAI 

Dates hence are to the 6th July. The outward French mails 
of May 17, conveying also telograms from Lundon to the Sth 
June, arrived on the 3rd July. 
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There is no news of any importance. Regarding the effect of 
the recently received intelligence of the crisis in London, the 
Japan Herald says :— 

“Tho arrival of the English mail of tho 10th May, with a 
telegraphic summary of each day’s events to the 30th idem, 
removed a portion of the anxiety regarding the progress of the 
commercial crisis in England, caused by the uncertainty of the 
previous fortnight, The French mail, with papers to the 17th 
May, and telegrams to the 5th June, indicating improving 
prospects, arrived on the 3rd ; but rumours of unfavourable ad- 
vices toa latter date, received at Chefoo via Kiachta, continue 
to creato uneasiness, though they are not credited. The es- 
tablishment of the Indo-European and Kiachta lines of tele- 
graph enables the receipt of so late advices, that the intelligence 
brought by the papers is always far in arrear. In effect, de- 
tails of the numerous miuvor failures which the suspension of 
the banks and large houses named must have caused, have yet 
to arrive ; the names of the principal only are given in the 
London and China Express of the 17th May. The suspension 
of the Commercial Bank, and the announced determination to 
wind it up, must of course cause some distress, The instruc- 
tions, however, are, we learn, not to press realisation ; and this 
wise order will no doubt prove advantageous to the bank’s es- 
tate, aud modify the inconvenience which the sudden suspension 
here, as well as elsewhere, cannot fail to create, 

The collection of the taxes on the French concession, to 
which, as we mentioned in our last issue, the Chinese so 
strongly object, has been suspended until further data regarding 
them can be arrived at. The blame for the recent deadlock is 
thrown on Mr. Ortmans, the late Secretary, on whose assurance 
that the Chinese were delighted at the anticipation of the 
coming imposts the Council seem to have relied ; whereas no 
steps, apparently, had been taken to ascertain their feeling on 
the subject, or to forewarn them of the intended measure. The 
consequence was that an exaggcrated impression of the tax got 
abroad, and all the shopkeepers in the settlement, conceiving 
themselves menaced, combined to resist payment. They of 
course gained their object; the taxes have been temporarily 
abandoned, and the excitement has been partially allayed, The 
Council have, however, determined to make a new assessment, 
with a view to their re-imposition on a more equitablo basis. 
We cannot but think it wouid be better to leave the recusants 
alone for a while. A visit by the municipal officers so imme- 
diately after the late fracas will renew an excitement which 
should be allowed to completely subside beforeany further steps 
are taken. 

The adjourned meeting in the bankruptcy of Jarvie, Thor- 
burn and Co. took place on the 4th July, when it was ex- 
plained that the accounts were not yet prepared, and the meet- 
ing was in consequence further adjourned to Friday, 10th 
August, with, however, liberty to apply for hearing at an earlier 
date if the accounts should be ready. 

‘Two of the men concerned in the robbery of the dollars from 
Messrs, Waller and Co.’s boat are sentenced to stand their trial 
before the Supreme Court. 

The French barque Guaiara has been put up to auction at 
Mr. Nils. Moller’s, and realised tls. 1,700, 

A Naval Court was held at H. B, M. Consulate on the 2nd 
inst. to investigate into the state of discipline on board the 
Highjlyer, and the Court gave their opinion that there were no 
ground for the rumours of laxity of discipline, and that Mr. 
Owen, the present master, is fit to continue in command of 
the vessel. s 

There is a rumour among Chineso of pirates having captured 
the Chinese war steamer Juwn-le-yun(formerly the Nura Creina), 
somewhere near Wanchew—and that they murdered the three 
foreigners on board, nawely, the captain (Parker), gunner, and 
an engineer, The report is said to have come overland to 
Ningpo. 

‘A claim has been brought by Mr. Fraser, official assignee in 
the estate of J. Clifton, against the London Assurance Corpora- 
tion for $8,344.03, The defendants, Messrs. Dent aud Co., 
agents for the company, admitted the debt, but claimed to pay 
it by a draft on the secretary in London. ‘Lhe Court, however, 
ordered immediate payment, with interest from the date when 
the claim became payable, Judzment has been given in the 
case of the Comptuir dEscompte versus Frazer and Co., in 
favour of the defendants. ‘lhe plaintiffs claimed a lien 
against a shipment of sugar from Messrs. Williams and Co., 
long Kong, to Messrs. Frazer and Co. here, A bill had been 


drawn upon the latter firm but had been refused acceptance, [S978 








‘The evidence however failed to prove that the bill had beeu 
covered by the shipment in question, A discharge has been 
given in the matter of Hugh Rose Innes, bankrupt. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices from this port reach to 12th July. On the ith 
Inly the London mail of May 26th arrived out with telezraphic 
news to June 12th, announcing suspension of the Agra and 
Masterman’s Bank. The Overland Trade Report has the ful- 
lowing account of the panic that ensued :— 

The suspension of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank on the 
30th of June, following that of the Commercial Bank on the 
22nd, which was noticed in the last Trade Report, has 
caused intense excitement in Hong Kong during the 
past fortnight, and created for a time amongst the Chivese sucit 
complete want of confidence that thero was more or less of a 
run on all the banks, The Chartered Bank was literally be- 
sieged on Saturday, the 30th ultimo., and kept open its dors 
till ten o’clock, a measure which restored the confidence of 
Chinese note holders to some extent. The local efforts which 
ensued from the suspension of the two banks have 
been considerably mitigated by the fact that previous 
rumours of an unfavourable kind were brought on by 
successive steamers before the actual intelligence of the 
failures in London induced the mavagers here to clo 
their doors. In this way note holders and depositcry 
were enabled to realise, and they availed themselves of the op- 
portunity to a very large extent. ‘The average amount of notes 
of the Agra and Musterman’s Bank in circulation during April 
was $213,400, during May it was $274,443, but when the bank 
actually stopped, on the 30th of Juue, the amount had been re~ 
duced to less than $50,000, ‘The larger portion of the dip sits, 
moreover, had been withdrawn, and it has been stated that ihe 
deposits which remained in hand at the moment of suspension 
did not exceed a sum of $20,000. The Commercial Bank hid 
$180,000 of notes in circulation during April, and $120,000 ix 
May. ‘he local liabilities at the time of suspension had not bee: 
reduced to so low ancbb as in the case of the Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank, but were much more than covered by the local 
assets. These assets were, in accordance with a motion pissed at 
the meeting of creditors, paid into the Hong Kong and Shanglivi 
Bank, and it was also agreed at the time by a resolution mov. t 
by Mr. A. Booth, that no individual ereditor should commence ait 
action against the bauk on hisewn account to the prejudice of other 
creditors, As was pointed out in an article coutained in the 
last Z'rade Report this arrangement scemed a very strange one, 
since if the creditors were ali eutitled to bring actio t 
the Bank and obtain judgment for their separate debts noting 
could have harmonised with their interests better than such 2 
line of action, since the abundance of the assets would 8 
enabled the manager to meet every claim in full, provided « 
judgment of the court here empowered him to liquidate 
any of the obligations at all. Some doubt, however, 
appears to exist here as to the real state of the law ont 
point, for in spite of the resolution passed at the mecting, a 
considerable number of actions have been commenced by inie- 
pendent creditors, These cases came on before the Supreme 
Court, and the judge decided that no concerted action on the 
part of a body of creditors can bar the right of any individual 
creditor to put the law in motion on his own behalf.

The Mint appears to be mmiking satis ‘y pr 
dollars latterly turned out, even from the old die: a 
great improvement on the earlier specimens. The Duily 7. 
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“The peculiarities of the coin are very numcrous, and as we 
have before explained the difficulty of producing it, owing to the 
fact that it was designed by artists having no practical 
familiarity with the art of mintiny, were embarrassing in the 
extreme. While the metal of which the dollar is composcd is a 
far harder alloy than that from which shillings and half crowns 
are struck at home, the device is one which, if the metal were 
the same, would require an immensely greater pressure. When 
the Mint here first began to work, the dollars were coined with 
a;pressure of seventy tons. This pressure, however, was found 
not to be sufficient, and it was augmented. - ‘I'he dollars are 
now struck with a pressure of ninety tous. ‘This enormous 
presstire naturally condenses and hardens the metal, so. that 
there is an advantage derived from it beyond the neat and 
finished appearance which it gives to the coin. The milling, 
by the way, is admirable now, and the relief of the design is 
slightly greater than it was, so that the new dollar is me- 
chanically perfect at last.” 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hone Kone, Jury 11, 1866. 

Tho mail of May 26th, so anxiously expected here, arrived, 
surprisingly early, a week ago, and on the whole calmed the ex- 
citement which had prevailed pending the arrival of its advices, 
although the utterly unexpected news of the suspension of the 
Agra Bank created a monetary panic, chiefly among the Chinese 
holders of bauk-notes. A ran which will be long remembered 
in the colony took place on all the banks, but principally on 
one or two which were falsely reported as shaky, and it was 
only by keeping open doors unti) ten at night, and paying away 
as fast as some score of hands could shovel out dollars that the 
excitement among the natives was allayed. Notwithstanding 
this proof of solvency, the credit of European banks in general 
has received a severe blow, the Chinese not unnaturally feeling 
their own inability to discriminate or to obtain early and accu- 
rate intelligence, and there is difficulty in passing notes of even 
small value, whilst at Canton, I hear, the large circulation of 
Hong Kong bank-notes is entirely suspended, 

In other respects the colony stands better than was imagined 
it would by this date; but we have still to “weather the 
storm” that will be oecasioned in two or three mails’ time hence, 
when the unaccepted bills begin to come back from abroad. At 
this moment of writing we are still ignorant whether war has 
actually broken out in Europe or uot. 

Locally, there is not much of interest to record. Sir Richard 
MacDonnell continues to carry on the necessary labour of 
“stirring up” his subordinates, but the Augean stable has so 
many stalls and so few outlets that even the colonial Hercules 
appears puzzled to know where to begin sweeping. It is un- 
fortunate that, although respected for bis energy and official 
determination, the new Governor should by a very decided 
Drusqueness of manner and assumption of superiority tend to 
become privately unpopular. Such, however, scems to be the 
case. His Excellency does not apparently understand the 
suaviter in modo so well as the fortiter in re; and, as local 
writers have complained, he appears a little too fond of re- 
vainding his “subjects” that be is the representative of the 


















Queen.” The feeling of loyalty is too faint in this cosmopolitan 
emporium to allow this consideration to become overpoweringly 
impressive. 


A violent gale, probably the outrider of a cyclone, 
passed over Hong Kong on the 7th and 8th, but with 
the exception of knocking down some twenty-five yards 
of the sea wall, which was apparently built as a gauge 
for the force of the wind and waves, no damage of 
consequence was done, This is the third time the “ Bowring 
Praya,” or a portion of it, has been demolished by gales, and 
what its fate will be in a violent typhoon is confidently pre- 
dicted. So utterly defective is this costly embankment that 
some time ago the local Government proposed doing the whole 
work over again (after a lapse of barely three years since its 
completion), but the landowners abutting on the roadway, who 
hud already paid one assessment and had built, for the most 
part, handsome houses along the frontage, declined to bear the 
expense as they were requested. It cannot be long, however, 
lefore the sea-wall must be replaced, no matter who pays for 
it ; and this will only be one of the many financial difiiculties 
of which Sir R, MacDonnell has prowised to lay a stateraent 
Lofore the Legislative Council. 

‘The political news from the coast of China contains the 
«modicum of victorics over the Nienfei rebels, who, 
hu -ever, are as difficult to extirpate as the Fenians (who are 











only Nienfei reversed, as somebody ingeniously observed the 
other day), and for the same reason, that they have no tangible 
organisatiov, Mere hosts of pillagers mounted on bardy ponies 
and unencumbered with baggage of any kind, these banditti 
march twenty miles to the Imperalists’ one. Unlike the Tai- 
pings, they profess no political aim (which is an undoubted 
blunder on their part), nor do they seek to retain possession 
of any of the towns or villages they occupy and plunder, 
Henee, in the absence of superior strategy, flying artillery, 
and, above all, of mounted troops, the task of “pursuing ” 
these pests of tke northern provinces is well-nigh performed 
on paper only, 

Some attention has already been excited here, aud not 
without reason, throuzh the publication of what appears to 
be a convention recently entered into between the Chinese 
Government and the French Minister, by which the control 
over Chinese converts to Roman Cutholic'sm is virtually 
handed over to the missionary priests by whom the 
entire country is overrun, The political tendencies of such 
an arrangement are not to be mistaken. It is impossible, how- 
ever, to conceive the working of the scheme for a single month 
without cause for quarrel. It is notoriously ouly the lowest 
class of Chinese, who have something to gain aud nothing to 
lose, who listen, a a speculation, to missionary propagandists ; 
and if, as appears from the regulations aiready published here 
(translated from Chinese proclamations on the mainland), every 
official charge against Chinese subjects who choose to call them- 
selves Roman Catholics is to be investigated in the first instance 
Ly the missionary priests, it is easy to conceive that the autho- 
rity of the native officials will be completely set aside. A case 
was only recently reported here, in which a Chinaman, who had 
been imprisoned on a charge of kidnapping in the interior was 
successfully claimed by a resident priest as a Roman Catholic 
convert, and allowed to walk scatheless, Unless I am mistaken, 
the stability of China has more to apprehend from this source 
than from the Nienfei. 

Such of your readers as are interested in commercial 
statietics will be glad to hear that the annual {reports of the 
Custom’s employés at all the open ports have been published 
at Shanghai, giving a complete summary of the movement of 
trade during the past year. With the exception of one or two 
of the reports, which fall into the prevailing sin of the day, 
even on tle subject of camlets and grey shirting — fine 
writing—the bulk are extremely sensible, terse statements of 
the local conditions of each port. From a summary appended 
to the pamphlet it appears that the total amount of duties 
collected on behalf of the Chinese Government in the five years 
ending June 30th, 1565, amounted to 32,559,482 tacls, or say 
nearly £11,000,000, The total amount of imports for the 
same period is estimated at £30,000,000, and the exports at 
£120,000,000 sterling, 

SIAM, 
BANGKOK. 

His Excellency the late P’raya Montree Suriwongs is suc- 
ceeded by a half brother, Praya Palat, who was formerly Go- 
vernor of Pichabury—a clever and intelligent man. olitical 
affairs are quiet for the present, and people are getting accus- 
tomed to the idea of the return of the “irascible Frenchman,” 
especially since it has been carefully spread about that he is 
coming full of good intentions and determined to be a good boy. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that this may prove true. A French 
company, composed of great names, has asked to be allowed to 
make a ship caual across the Peninsula at a point not named, 
but modestly stipulating for a strip of country twenty kilo- 
metres on either side—only a small belt of twenty-five miles 
breadth, through the centre of the Siamese possessions. It is 
said that the British Consul has done his duty and pointed 
out the disadvantages to Siam which such a concession would 
entail, 

The question ‘about;Chiangmai is decided in favour of Siam. 
The King’s seal has been asked for in confirmation of the 
Northern chief minister’s edicts, and it has been affixed, thereby 
settling the vrata questio as to the point whether{Chiangmai 
was tributary to Siam or Barmah, 

The Siamese Government has received [definite [news, says 
the Bangkok Recorder, regarding M. Aubaret’s retura to Dang- 
kok. There appears to be no doubt about that gentleman 
assuming his official post in July or August. He is to be the 
bearer of an autograph letter from H. [. Master to H. 8. M. 

The Freuch corvette C. Mange had arrived on an official 
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— 
visit, and to acquire passes for the French exploring party who 
propose travelling up the Mei-cong river, from Saigon through 
Siamese, British and Chinese territories, as far as Yang-tse- 
Kiang to Hankow. The corvette left again on the 14th June, 
having obtained the passes requested. 


JAVA, 
iJ,The Governor-General has once more left Batavia on a tour 
of inspection, when he will visit the following places—Japara, 
Koedoes, Pattie, Rambang, Sourabaya, Modjokerto, Kedirie, 
Madioen, Ngawic, Soeracarta, Karang-Padau, Djocjocarta, 
Brossot, Ambul, Poerworedjo, and Tjilatjap. 

The latest news from Pontianak (west coast of Borneo) is 
more favourable, and it is confidently expected that the native 
chiefs will soon come under submission. 

‘The latest news from the expedition to the Pasoemah coun- 
tries is to the effect that the troops are still before the fortified 
place Moetar-Alam, trying to force the natives to surrender the 
place by continual firing of grenades, and the cutting off of 
all supply of food. Reinforcements have arrived from Java. 

The ship Peter Johannes, from Koetie, with a cargo of coals 
to Amboina, has becn totally destroyed by fire, in sight of the 
last-named place. This is the second ship (the Gusav Adolph, 
mentioned in our last, being the first) belonging to the same 
owner, lost through the same cause. The coals from Kuetie 
seem to contain much gas, which explodes aud ignites easily, 
making the travsport very dangerous, 

The directors of the Java Bank have raised the rate of 
discount to 9 per ceut. till further notice. 

At the auction of tin, on the 9th June, 273 piculs Baucs, 
quoted at 22 cents, were sold at average price of fl. 48.61. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are to the 20th July. The London mail of tho 11th 
June arrived out on the morning of the 14th July. ‘Telegraphic 
advices had been reccived down to the 29th June. 

The news of the outbreak of war on the Continent combined 
with the continued depression in commercial circles, exercise a 
very destructive influcuce upon the trade of tho place (observes 
the Straits Times), In face of the mutual stipulations of the 
belligerents agaiust the capture of merchant ships, insurance 
offices here begin to look narrowly to the nationalities of the 
vessels upon which they take risks, and most Prussian traders 
have already changed their flags. ‘The monetary crisis which 
has extended from Europe to the East, and which wo alluded 
to in our last, has not produced here any very disastrous 
effects ; a few bankruptcies in tho native Bazaar—consequent 
upon the almost entire interruption to credit sales—being the 
most that can be reported as yet. Nor, as far as can be seen 
at present, is it likely that any more serious result will ensue. 

The fortuight has been barren of events of local interest. 
Tho quarterly Criminal, Session which commenced on 9th July, 
Was brought to a conclusion the same week, and Sir Benson 
Maxwell, the Penang Recorder, had disposed of a vast amount 
of accumulated civil business which had been standing over 
owing to the delay in the appointment of @ successor to Sir 
Richard M’Causland. ‘The Governor continues at Penang. 
‘Two houses iu town fell down, burying ten or twelve Chinese, 
all of whom were recovered alive, though one has since died 
from injuries received. The weather has continued broken 
throughout the fortnight, and we have had copious rains— 
somewhat unusual at this period of the year. 

‘The following, from the Friend of India, had excited con- 
siderable interest. It is suggested by the local journals that a 
list of the unclaimed states alluded to as belonging to the Straits 
ought to be published siraultaneously with the yearly Govern- 
ment report :—“ The drauzht of a Bill appears in the Gazette of 
India to empower the Government of India to transfer to the 
public Treasury sums amounting to nearly Rs, 6,70,000 in 
Government securitics and cash, now in the High Courts of the 
three Presidency towns, deposited in the course of suits insti- 
tuted in the late Supreme Courts, and funds under similar 
circumstances in the Supreme Court of the Straits Settlement. 
These sums have been unclaimed for more than twenty years. 
The proceeds of certain estates administered by order of tho 
Supreme Court of Straits Scttlement, have also been unclaimed 
for fifteen years. The transfer will, of course, be subject to any 
claims which may hereafter be established to the satisfaction of 
the Court from which it is made.” 

We are glad to learn that the Messrs, d’Almcida have suc- 





ceeded in withdrawing their estate from the Insolvent Court, 
and have arranged to pay a composition of twenty-five per cent. 
We believe that from first to last thoy have encouutered 1.0 «ppo- 
sition, but on the contrary have received the support and sym- 
pathy of their creditors. 

During the course of the Criminal Session, in the case of 
conspiracy brought by ex-Duffadar Nulla Permal against 
Pakerce and two others, the petit jurors brought in a verdict 
of “not guilty,” there being insufficient evidence. 

A new line of telegraphic wire is being laid between town 
and Tanjong Paggar. 

The French barque Barnave has] been sold privately 
for $4,000. 

It was rumoured last year that the Cama Free School had 
been abandoned owing to the failure of the house of B. H. 
Cama and Co., at Bombay, but we are happy to state that such 
is not the case, and that the school at Tanjong Pagyar is still 
being carried on under the same tutor as formerly, and that, 
the number of scholars is at present one hundred and twenty. 

The Marine Court of inquiry into the circumstances attend- 
ing the stranding of the British barque Marina, Mr. James 
Maclaren, master, found as follows :— 

That the Marina left Sydney on the 19th April, 1866, with a cargo of 
coals, bound to Point de Galle. That, from the evidence: brought before 
us, the Marina was stranded at 3 p.m. on the 25th May, 1866, on a small 
coral patch, about 16 feet square, in the E. end of Prince of Wales’ chan- 
nel, Torres Straits, off which she floated, subsequently sunk in deep water, 
about a cable’s length to the N.W. of the reefs, ‘This small coral patch 
does not appear on the latest chart of Torres Straits, or in the one used by 
the master of the Murina, and from the bearings taken at the time ship 
struck, viz, : Double Island, S. 4 N. 5 Ince Point, S.W. ; Travers Island, 
Ne} we would fix its position in about latitude 10 28 S. ; longtitude 
142-22 As the master of the Marina appears to have taken every pre~ 
caution in navigating the vessel, and done his best to save her after she 
stranded, we fully acquit him of all blame for the loss of the ship. As this 
coral patch appears to lie in the fair way, and in the course recommended 
in the chart through Torres Straits, we would suggest the immediate pub- 
lication of its supposed position. 

The Straits Times conceives hopes of renewed prosperity for 
nutmeg cultivation. It says : 

There is a feature at ent obscrvable here among the old 
decaying nutmeg plaptations which we thiuk should be the 
subject of careful inquiry and perhaps experiment. A close 
observer who may lately have bad occasion to pass close to any 
of these abandoned plantations must have been struck by the 
improved appearance of many of the trees. ‘The sickly 
whitened branches which have becn bleaching half dead in the 
sun for as many as two or even three years, will be found to be 
clustered over with young healthy shoots completely concealing 
in many instances, the trunk and larger branches. A couplete 
revival of the tree is not possible, for the nature of the disease 
or blight has been such that the extremities of most of the 
branches have rotted away and fallen off, but otierwise the 
revival now observable is so marked as to lead to the belief that 
if progressive it prove to be lasting, and be judiciously encou- 
raged, many plantations now abandoned and lying waste might 
be rendered remuneratively productive, 

We will not have long to wait to ascertain whcther this 
improvement be accidental, due to some exceptional variation 
of the year's climate, or be of a permanent nature produced 
by the departure of the blight, or by the unnoticed accession 
of certain conditions favourable to the growth of the tree. 
But there is a danger that what is, perliaps, really au effurt 
of nature towards a permanent revival may, in the absence 
of any encouragement or attention, again subside without, 
having accomplished au effectual remedy. It is more than 
likely that the indications now noted to be successful require 
to be seconded by artificial aid more or less active ; ad the 
end in view is surely worthy the scrious attention of very 
many here. As far as can be gathered at present, it seems that 
the trees which have been revived to the greatest extent are 
those around which a dense but uot high scrub has accumu- 
lated—effectually shading the ground at the roots froin the sun, 
and at the same time permitting the access of air and ventila- 
tion to the tree itself, Siade and coolness to the roots, there- 
fore, combined with perfect ventilation, are couditious enjoyed 
by the now reviving tree which it did not possess under our 
system of cultivation, and the secret of the improvement pro~ 
bably lies here. In support of this, an instance occurred not 
long ago :—A road had to be made through what had been @ 
nutmeg plantation, and at one part a small embankinent had 
to be raised which covered up a decaying nutmeg tree 
about three feet above the original level of the soil; 
the tree was not cus down—the lower branches being

—The preponderance of exports over imports still 
continues, notwithstanding large receipts from Shanghai, where speculators 
in clean Mexicans have had to give way under the pressure of 12 per cent. 
interest. 1,120,000 dols. have been received, and 1,97 000 dols. sent 
away coastwise and to India, to which latter place large remittances are in 
process of shipment by the present mail. The new Hong Kong dollars 
can hardly yet be spoken of as ‘in circulation.” Some of the banks are 
“ chopping” their clean Mexicans upon the principle of thinning out the 
grapes, that those left may grow finer. 

Discount aNp Moxtcaces—Money is still difficult to be obtained 
except on very good securities, on which, however, there is more disposition 
to lend than lately. 

ExchtancE,—The business of the mail has been materially lessened by 
the indisposition of the banks to purchase bills except at a wide margin 
from their selling rate. In rupees next to nothing has been done; the 
orders from India being peremptory to remit no bank draf.s whatever. 

Swanes.—The Ist July settlement in bank shares passed off satisfac 
torily with one or two exceptional defaulters. 

Ou the announcement of the failure of the the Agra and Masterman’s 
Bank our local shares slightly receded ; but on ifs afterwards becoming 
known how fully secured was the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank from any 
loss on that account, the stock quickly rallied to our last uotation, 

Other sales have been quite unimportant and rates remain unaltered.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The startling news from home could not but have the effect of 
checking to some extent the extravagant purchases of tea which went for- 
‘ward when the season openeti, at all the ports. In the face, however, of 
the intelligence from Europe the impulse revived in the course of a few 
days, and prices have again been paid for teas up the country which only 
enable tbe purchasers to lay them down at the coast ports at about Lon- 
don ra'es.. This policy moreover is pursued in spite of an unprecedentedly 
large export to Great Britain, which up to the Ist July amounted to more 
than thirty million pounds. 

CanTon.—There is only a very limited business to report ; the few 
transactions effected again showing a slight decline in favour of purchasers. 
Country Congous: Seven further chops have arrived, and thus the stock now 
amounts to ten ; for which, as yet, no offers have been made that are at all 
likely to lead to business.

For a few days buyers held off. but a slight coners- 
sion on the part of teamen led to an active demand, and a good bu-iness 
is reported at about previous quotations. Medium and ine grades had 
been chiefly selected, and first crop Teas with quality were nearly ex- 
hausted, ‘The second crop Oopacks were expected in about a werk. Five 
ships had been despatched for London, leaving only the Lauderdale on 
the berth. Settlements for the fortnight were 32,100 chests. at the follow 
ing prices: Oonams: Common to fine, ts. 19 to 20) per picul. 
Oopacks : Fair to fine, tls, 26 to 354 per picul. 

Kuvxiane.—From this port advices are to the 2nd inst. Black Teas 
‘The market was reopened by the purchase of five chops at a fall of tls 
and total settlements for the fortnight reached about 4,500 chests Ning- 
chow at tls, 25 to 81 and one small chop Hohow at tls, 24. At the 
Tatest date the market was again closed, though there were nearly 3. 00 
cheats in stock.

by the unfavourable advices received both from England and Avverica. are

Canton.—There has been but little done in silk for Euripe up 
to the present time, owing to the serious news received from home 
by the last two mails, and the only settlements of importauce have 
been re-recled Cumchucks and Lacklows for the American market. 
This has torced up prices for all kinds, helped by an impression on 
the minds of a few Chinese speculators that immediately buyrrs for 
Europe enter the market rates will gradually advance as they cid last 
year, and they bave bought up all the first and second erops, and 
Stored it in the country.

compel the native growers to ask much higher rates than they otherwise 
would. ‘The crop will fall very much short of what was at first expected. 

Suaxcuat.—About 300 bales Chinas have been purchased on this 
market since the departure of the last mail, which, with the addition of 
about 1,000 bales received from the country on European account, and 
194 bales from Japan, make up the settlements for the fortnight to about 
1,500 bales. Prices have advanced about tls. 30 per picul on all fair to 
fine Silks offering on this market, and about tls. 59 in the country, where 
the chop No. 3 Tsatlees are costing abvut tls. 500. It is now generally 
believed that the crop this season wiil not be larger than that of the past 
one, and that the proportion of good Silk will be much smaller. Settle 
ments of Silk from Ist June to date amount to about 4,100 bales, against 
same time last season, 18,000 bales. 

Yoxouama.—The mail of the 28th April reached this port on the 16th 
inst. ‘The news she brought reduced to a very few the number of buyers. 
Though the settlements for the fortnight hardly amount to 150 piculs, they 
have been enough to keep up prices, and quotations remain almost unal- 
tered. ‘The resistance of native holders is further encouraged by the re- 
ports from the interior, which represent the cropas progressing unfavourably 
under the influence of wet and cold weather, and a few parcels of common 
and inferior Ida, Oshio,and Etchesan have been shipped by this mail through 
foreign houses on Japanese account. Whilst last year ‘at this date some 
new Silk had already appeared on the market and prices were opening at

NTION ‘AND TARIFF. 


ON. 

The Representatives of Great Britain, France, the United States of 
America, and Holland, having receive from their respective Governments 
identical instructions for the moditication of the Tariff of Import and 
port duties contained in the Trade Regulations annexed to the Treaties 
concluded by the aforesaid Powers with the Japanese Government in 






















panese Government having given the said Representatives, 
during their visit to Osaka in November, 1865, a written engagement to 
proceed immediately to the Revision of ‘the Tariff in question, on the 
general basis of a duty of 5 per cent. on the value of all articles Im- 
ported or Exported :— 

And the Government of Japan being desirous of affording a fresh 
proof of their wish to promote trade and to cement the friendly relations 
which exists between their country and foreign nations :—

The following Convention comprising Twelve Articles :— 


Articte I. 

The contracting Parties declare in the names of their respective Sove- 
reigns that they accept, and they hereby do formally accept as binding 
on the subjects of their respective Governments, and the citizens of their 
respective countries, the Tariff hereby established and annexed to the 
Present convention. 

This Tariff is substituted not only for the original tariff attached to the 
‘Treaties concluded with the abore-named four Powers, but also for the 
special Conventions and arrangements relative to the same Tariff, which 
have been entered into at different dates up to this time between the 
Governments of Great Britain, France, and the United States on one side, 
‘and the Japanese Government on the other. 

The new Tariff shall come into effect in the port of Kanagawa (Yoko- 
hama) on the first day of July next, and in the ports of Nagasaki and 
Hakodate on the first day of the following month. 

Artictr II. 

‘The Tariff attached to this convention being incorporated from the date 
of its signature in the Treaties concluded between Japan and the above- 
named four Powers, is subject to revision on the 1st day of July, 1872. 

Two years, however, after the signing of the present convention any of 
the contracting parties, on giving six months’ notice to the others, may 
claim a readjustment of the duties on Tea and Silk on the basis of 5 per 
cent. on the average value of these articles, during the three years last 
preceding. On the demand, also, of any of the contracting parties the 
duty on timber may be changed from an ad valorem to a specific rate six 
months after the signature of this convention. 

Articte IIT, 

‘The Permit fee hitherto levied under the VIth Regulation attached to 
the abovenamed Treaties is licreby abolished. Permits for the landing or 
shipment of cargo will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be issued 
free of charge. 



































Arricte IV. 

On the first day of July next at the Port of Kanagawa (Yokoham: 
and on and from the first day of October next at the Ports of Nugasaki 
and Hakodate, the Japanese Government will be prepared to warehouse 
imported goods on the application of the importer or owner, without pay- 
ment of duty. The Japanese will be responsible for the safo custody of 
the goods, so long as they remain in their charge, and will adopt all the 
Precautions necessary to render them insurable against fire. When the 
‘owner or importer wishes to remove the goods from the warehouse, he 
must pay the duties fixed by the tariff, but if he should wish to re-export 
them, he may do so without payment of duty. Storage charges will ia 
either case be paid on delivery of the goods. The amount of these charges, 
together with the regulations necessary for the management of the waid 
‘warehouses, will be established by the common consent of the contracting 
parties. 











Articte V. 

All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed from any place in 
Japan to any of the ports open to foreign trade free of any tax or transit 
daty other than the usual tolls levied equally on all traific for the main- 
tenance of ruads or navigation. 

Articte VI. 

MiIn conformity with those articles of the treaties concluded between 
Japan aud Foreign Powers which stipulate for the circulation of foreign 
coin at its corresponding weight in native coin of the same description, 
dollars have hitherto been received at the Japanese Custom-house in pay- 
ment of duties at their weight in Boos (commonly called Itchiboos), that 
is to say, at a rate of three hundred and eleven boos per hundred doll: 
The Japanese Government being, however, desirous to alter this practice, 
‘and to abstain from all interference in the exchange of native for foreign 
coin, and being also anxious to meet the wants both of native and foreign 
commerce by securing an adequate issue of native coin, have already de- 
termined to enlarge the Japanese Mint2so as to admit of the Japanese 
Government exchanging into native coin of the same intrinsic value, less 
only the cost of coinage, at the places named for this purpose, all foreign 
coin or bullion in gold or silver that may at any time be tendered to them 
by foreigners or Japanese. It being essential, however, to the execution of 
this measure, that the various Powers with whom Japan has concluded 
treaties should first consent to modify the stipulations in those treaties 
which relate to the currency, tle Japanese Government will at once pro- 
pose to those Powers the adoption of the necessary modification in the 
said stipulations, and on receiving their concurrence will be prepared from 
the 1st of January, 1868, to carry the above measure into effect. 

The rates to be charged as the cost of coinage shall be determined here- 
after by the common consent of the contracting parties, 

Articte VIL. 

In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconveniences complained 
of at the open ports, relative to the transaction of business at the Custom- 
house, the landing and shipping of cargoes, and the hiring of boats, coolies, 
servants, &c., the contracting parties have agreed that the Governor at 
each open port shall at once enter into negotiations with the foreign Con- 
sals with a view to the establishment, by mutual consent, of such regula- 
tions as shall effectually put an end to these abuses and inconveniences, 

















and afford all possible facility and security both to the operations of trade 
and to the transactions of individuals. 

It is hereby stipulated that, in order to protect merchandise from expo- 
sure to weather, these regulations sliall include the covering in at each 
port of one or more of the landing places used by foreigners for landing or 
shipping cargo. 





Articte VIII. 

Any Japanese eubject shall be free to purchase either in the open ports 
of Japan or abroad, every description of sailing or steam-vessel intended 
to carry either passengers or cargo; but ships of war may only be ob- 
tained under the authorisation of the Japanese Government. 

All foreign vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall be registered as 
Japanese vessels on payment of a fixed duty of three boos per ton for 
steamers, and 1 boo per ton for sailing vessels. The tonnage of each 
vessel shall be proved by the Foreign Register of ships which shall be 
exhibited through the Consul of the party interested, on the demand of 
the Japanese authorities, and shall be certified by the Congul as authentic. 

Articte IX, 

In conformity with the Treaties concluded between Japan and the afore- 
said Powers, and with the special arrangements made by the Envoys of 
the Japanese Government in their note to the British Government, of the 
6th June, 1862, and in their note to the French Government of 6th of 
October of the same year, all the restrictions on trade, and intercourse 
between foreigners and Japanese alluded to in the aforesaid notes have 
been entirely removed, and proclamations to this effect have already been 
published by the Government of Japan. 

The latter, however, do not hesitate to declare that Japanese merchants 
and traders of all classes are at liberty to trade directly, and without the 
interference of Government officers, with foreign merchants, not only at 
the open ports of Japan, but also in all foreign countries, on being autho- 
rised to leave their country in the manner provided for in Article X. of 
the present Convention, without being subject to higher taxation by the 
Japanese Government than that levied on the native trading classes of 
Japan in their ordinary transactions with each other. 

‘And they further declare that all Daimios or persons in the employ of 
Daimios are free to visit on the same conditions any foreign country, as 
well as all the open ports of Japan, and to trade there with foreigners as 
they please, without the interference of any Japanese officer, provided 
always they submit to the existing police regulations and to the payment 
of the established duties. 














Articte X. 

All Japanese subjects may ship goods to or from any open port in Japan, 
or to and from the ports of any foreign Power, either in vessels owned by 
Japanese or in the vesels,of any nation having a treaty with Japan. 
Furthermore, on being provided with passports through the proper depart- 
ment of the Government, in the manner specified in the proclamation of 
the Japanese Government dated the twenty-third day of May, 1866, all 
Japanese subjects may travel to any foreign country for purposes of study 
or trade. They may also accept employment in any capacity on board 
the vessels of any nation having a treaty with Japan. 

Japanese in the employ of foreigners may obtain Government passports 
to go abroad on application to the Governor of any open port. 

Articie XI. 

‘The Government of Japan will provide all the ports open to foreign 
trade with such lights, buoys, or beacons as may be necessary to render 
secure the navigation of the approaches to the said ports. 

Articte XII. 

The undersigned being of opinion that it is unnecessary that this con- 
vention should be submitted to their respective Governments, for ratifi 
tion, before it comes into operation, it will accordingly take effect on and 
from the first day of July, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 

Each of the Contracting Parties having the approval of bis Govern- 
ment to this Convention shall make known the same to the others and 
the communication in writing of this approval shall take the place of « 
formal exchange of Ratifications. 

In witness whereof the above-named Plenipotentiaries have signed the 
present Convention, and have affixed thereto their seals. 

Done at Yedo in the English, French, Dutch, and Japanese languages 
this 25th day of June one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six.

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International Policy : Essays on the Foreign Relations of 
# England. Vol. I,—London: Chapman and Hall. 

Th is work co of a series of cleverly written essays by 
different writers on the policy of our Government with regard 
to various forcign countrics. The first essay treats of “The 
West,” that is, Western Europe; the second is devoted to 
“England and France ;” the third to “England and the Sea; ” 
the fourth to “England and India ;” the fifth to “ England and 
China ;” the sixth to ‘ England and Japan ;” and the seventh to 
the “ Uncivilised Communities,” especially as regards the Cape 
of Good Hope and New Zealand. In the present review it is 
with the fifth and sixth of these only that we have to deal ; 
but first it is necessary to allude to a short preface to the 
work, wherein we find this exposition of the views on which 
all the writers base their opinions :— 

“ There dre three positions upon which the writers are ag-eed:—First, 
that the international relations of mankind are a tit subject for a syetematic 

y at such systematic policy is to be based on the ac- 
ceptance of duties, not on the assertion of rights; thatit ought to have a 
moral, not a political or purcly national foundation, All questions, there- 
fore, conceming the interest, power, or prestige of any particular nation 
are secondary and subordinat All sppeals to motives drawn from such 
considerations are consistently discarded ; all arguments which ultimately 
involve the doctrine of the rights of such nations are put aside as irrele- 
vant and futil Thirdly. The arguments advanced are in all cases drawn 
from considerations of a purely human charac:er, as alone susceptible of 
legitimate and protitable di on,” 

It must be admitied that these views are somewhat peculiar, 
and it is porhaps hardly fair to judge a work avowedly based 
upon them by any ordinary standard of criticism. That the 
international relations of mankind are a fit subject for a syste- 
matic policy must be revdily admitted, and no one will deny 
‘that the more generous in its character such policy can be 
| made the bitter. But we do deny the possibility of adopt- 
ing any national system of policy which has not a political 
foundation. For how can we separate the very terms—policy 
and polities? Is not the policy pursued by the Government 
of any country necessarily a manifestation or exposition of its 
politics? And are not the internal politics of a nation and 
its foreign policy so bound up together as to be inseparable 
in practice if uot in theory 2 Again, we maintain that an ar- 
gument which puts aside all consideration of the rights of any 
particular nation as irrelevant and futile must be faulty in the 
extreme, for if we entirely suppress the question of internationr™ 
rights, what benefit can possibly accrue from discussing interna- 
tional policy ? Ina work starting with such a very singular and 
strongly marked profession of faith as this the reader would 
reasonably be led to expect above all things entire consistency 
throughout ; an expectation which, in the present case, would 









































































certainly not be fuifiiled. Commencing with the essay 
on “England and China,” and taking a general view of 
its tenor, we find the action of our Government with re- 


gard to that country most unsparingly condemned, while 
the policy of exclusiveness and obstruction persistently adhered 
to by the Chinese Government is in all cases upheld, and 
their perpetual efforts to break off the intercourse so ardently 
desired by a great inass of the Chinese population as well as 
by our own mercantile classes, defencled on the ground of their 
rights 5 in fect, all through the essay the right of the Chinese 
Government to impose w ver 1 tious they pleased upon 
our relations with them is perseveringly insisted upon. So, after 
all, the oniy rights put aside by the writer as irrelevant and 
futile, are own, The only conclu to be derived from 
this very one-sided argument is that in the writer's opinion all 
the dignity and power of a great nation should be sacrificed in 
order to practise a Quixotie degree of self-denial ; that, in point of 
fact, the strong should bow down before the weak, and civilised 
nations become subservient to semi-barbarians, For it is very 
certain that the line of policy here advocated would amount 
to this, and nothing less. 

The essay on China commences with an outline narrative of 
the events which led to the war of 1840-42, generally known. 
as the opium war, a narrative which is h’storically correct in 
every partic: Vhe share taken by Lord Napier in these 
events is, we vecd hardly say, a subject of sper animadver- 

ion, We are by no means prepared to assert that the line of 
action adopted by Lord Napier was in all respects irreproach- 
able, but it must be remembered that very onerous duties and. 
responsibiliti- devo'ved pon him, and the field in which he 
operated was nearly, if not quite, anew ono to English diplo- 
macy. Under these circumstances it secms rather hard to say

“ He was the first that gave the sanction of Government to the spirit of 
brutal greed and violence, the expression of which had hitherto been con- 
fined to our merchant princes. He,as far as in him lay, vitiated the 
moral sence of the nation as to our duties with China, and paved the way 
for the iniquitous war which ultimately followed.” 

It would occupy far too much space to discuss here all the 
incidents of the long chain of events that led up to this war, 
which in its turn became the first of a scries of collisions be- 
tween the two nations ; but we cannot pass over this part of 
the story without taking exception to the words “brutal greed 
and violence,” here applied to our merchants, as exhibiting au 
animus which unfortunately pervades the eutiro essay. A little 
further on we read (with reference to a cool request for the 
withdrawal of the British Minister)— 

“ While these were the modest aid reasonable demands of the Chinese 
Government, the leading merchants of Canton. including names like 
Jardine, Matheson, Turner, and others of the highest commercial stand- 
ing, were petitioning the King in Council for a repetition on a far larger 
and more aggressive seale, of Lord Napicr’s mission. . . . It is‘desirable 
to remark that on this, as on almost every other occasion, it is the merean- 
tile class which has taken the initiative in recommending measures of 
violence. Our Chinese and Japanese wars are not due solely, or even 
primarily, to our aristocracy. What our Governments have done is 
blindly to follow a lead given elsewhere; to submit with culpable weak- 
ness to the unscrupulous greed of our great mercantile firms; submission 
to which the ditficulty of preserving order at home and of finding em- 

oyment for our crowded manufacturing population has no doubt (as Lord 

‘almerston frankly confessed) largely contributed.” 

Wherever British merchants are alluded to, such terms as 
these—* brutal greed,” “violence,” “unscrupulous avarice,” 
are scattered broadcast ; and poor Lord Napier, for supporting 
the cause of these miscreaut traders, is denounced as a buc- 
caneer and a pirate. The immediate causes of the commence- 
ment of the “ Opium War” are thus described :— 

“In March, 1839, Lin, Imperial High Commissioner of the Peking 
Court, arrived at Canton with special orders to put the law into execution. 
He at once issued an order, addressed to ‘forcigners of all nations,’ to 
the effect that the foreign merchants were at once to deliver up to Go- 
vernment every particle of the opium on board their storeships. This 
order was issued on the 17th of March; three days were given for its 
fulfilment. It was treated with silent contempt by those to whom it was 
addressed ; and the only effect it produced on Captain Elliott was that he 
communicated with a British vessel of war that was stationed at Macao, 
with the view of taking ‘prompt measures to meet the unjust and menacing 
dispositions of the Chinese authorities.’ Tire three days having elapsed, 
Commissioner Lin placed a cordon of armed boats round the foreign fac- 
tories of Canton, informing their inbabitants that they would not be 
allowed to leave them until the opium stored up in the ships at Lintin had 
been delivered up. No personal violence was offered. Coolies under 
strict surveillance were allowed to pass through the barrier of boats, and 
bring them food and necessaries. On the 27th of March Elliott took 
upon himself the responsibility of ordering the merchants to give up the 
opium to him for delivery to the Chincse Government, ¢ holding himself 
responsible in the most full and unreserved manner, for and on behalf of 
‘Her Majesty's Governinent, to all and each of Her Majesty's subjects sur- 
rendering the same British-owned opium into'his hands, to be delivered over 
to the Chinese Government.’ These orders were obvyed. The opium, in 
all 20 283 chests, valued at from two to three millions, was surrendered 
and destroyed in the course of the next two months; and with the com- 
pletion of the delivery the blockade of the factories was discontinued. 
Such was the cause which the war of 1840 was undertaken to avenge. As 
astain upon European civilisation that war is pertaps unparalleled. Of 
unjaist wars history is fall to overflowing, but not of wars undertaken by 
€.vilixed nations in defence of rapacious and lawless buccaneers.” 

As these extracts sufficiently suow, the writer has no mercy 
for tuose in any way concerned in the opium trade. The Hoine 
Government, its naval and diplomatic representatives, and the 
English merchants are represented as being oue and all banded 
together to force opium down the throats of the unfortunate 
Chinese, under penalty of wholesale slaughter on the least re- 
sistance. Whether this statement of the case is quite a fair and 
reasonable one we may leave to our readers to decide, without 
opening up the much-vexed question of the morality of the 
trade itself, One thing is certain; that wherever a great want 
exists, meaus will be found to supply that want. Aud the de- 
mand for this drug by the population of Chiua is as confirmed 
and constant as the demand for alcoholic beverages among West- 
ern nations; Euzlaud is not the only country whose traders 
minister to it, and even were all external sources of supply 
closed, the production of native-grown opium, already large, 
would be rapidly developed to whatever extent might do re- 
quisite to supply the deficiency. 

Having carried his narrative up to the point of the Treaty of 
1842, by which Hong Kong was ceded to Great Britain, the 
writer proceeds to comment, with justifiable severity, upon that 
disgraceful mismauegement of the colony which caused it to 
become a perfect nest of thieves, pirates and malefactors of all 
descriptions. 

“ The refuse of Oriental populations had always haunted the Chinese 
waters, The refuse of European population now joined them, It is pro- 
Dably no exaggeration to say tluti no place and at no period in the

history of the world has smuggling, piracy, and every intermediate shade 
of nautical crime obtained such dimensions and flourished with such 
impunity as in the Chinese waters for the last twenty years. Let us see 
what English policy hus done to modify or to favour this result. The 
Island of Hong Kong, at the time of its acquisition by Great Britain in 
1842, contained two or three hundred inhabitants ; it now contains 70,0)0 
or 80.000, the great bulk being Chinese. Its growth is thus comparable 
to that of Sinzapore, and it is due, doubtless, in part to the same cause, 
ta being a free port. Commercia'ly speaking, the colony hes 
more than answered the expectations of its founders. Sie Jolm Bowring, 
the hero of free-trade, and the professed enemy of offensive war, was ap- 
pointed its governor. Moraily, the results have been less promising. ‘The 
Chinese who flocked to the new colony were naturally men of a class to 
whom the removal of every restriction imposed by their o.n social and 
political system operated as a strong attraction. “Speaking broaily, and 
with due allowance for exceptions, the population of Hong Kong contained 
and contains the basvst and most lawless of the Chinese race. Free from 
the surveillance of their own police, and sudject toa lax Government, 
whose total law and gospel was the advancement of British conmerce, they 
found at Hong Kong singular facilities for proseenting every species of 
unlawful trade. Registers were given to any Chinese shipowner who 
happened to be resident within the colony, authorisi to carry the 
British flag, and to avail himself of all the impunity which it offered. “The 
evils of such a system forced themselves upon the most unwilling eves. * A 
vessel,’ says Sir J. Bowring in 1833, ‘no sooner obtains a reyister than 
she escapes colonial jurisdiction, carries on her trade within the waters of 
China, engages probably in every sort of fraudulent dealings, and may 
never again appear to render any account of her proc or to be 
made responsible for her illegal acts.’ Yet the very man who said this was 
himself instrumental in the very same year in which he said it in passing 
4 special ordinance for the registration of colonial vessels at Hong Kong.” 

The following extracts from a desprtch written by Sir 
Hercules Rubinson, the late Governor, aftord evidence of tho 
highest possible character that these statemcuts are not in the 
least exaggerated :— 

“ Machow Wong. a native of the city of Namtao, in Sunoa, became 
leagued with the pirates of the coast, wis denounced to the Mand srins, and 
fled here shortly after the formation of the colony. Soon alter his arrival 
he became known to Mr. Caldwell, and for years was Mr. Catdwell’s prin- 
cipal and most relied upon informant. His istluence aad intimacy with 
Mr. Caldwell invested him with immense power ; he was a terror to the 
bulk of the community, and tyranised over the lower orders of Chinese 
without their daring to complai. Public repute pronounced him to be an 
extortioner, a recipient of bribes from gambling-houses, a confederate of 
pirates, and a receiver of stolen goods, ‘That Machow Wong had been for 
many years before his conviction intimately connected with pirates and 
piracy, was notorious throuzhout the colony. He was the kuown protector 
of pirates and other ruffians resorting to the island. At lust justice over- 
took this notorious offender ; he was arraigned at the August criminal 
sessions of 1837, upon two charges of confederation with piratea, and was 
sentenced to fitieen years’ transportation. Such was the man with whom 
ion.” 








































































This Mr, Caldwell is described as 

“ An Anglo-Chinese half-caste, who settled in Hong Kong, and for 
twenty yeurs enjoyed the confidence of Sir John Bowring, Sir Michael 
Seymour, and other high oficials of the colony, to aa extraordinary de 
gree. He held the positions of * Protector-General of Chinese? and 
Registrar-Gencral, and was a Justice of the Peace. Sir Hercules Robinson 
goes on to state in this despatch that Caldwell not merely assisted Machow 
Wong in his difficulties, but that he was joint owner with hia of a well- 
known piratical lorcha, registered at Honig Kong, and therefore carrying, 
like so many others, the Britith flag, and that he had in_his employ @ 
certain Beauer, one of the most notorious pirates in the Chinese waters, 
The power that he wielded over the British navy appears to have been 
limitless, Mr. Caldwell was intrusted with the power of obtaining, on 
his own authority alone, the services of men-of-war to proceed in search 
of alleged pirates; for nothing further was required of him than to say 
that he had received information of an act of piracy, and that with no 
greater formality than this he should apply per-onaily to the 
olticer for the a-sistance of one or more ships of war, eubark bi 
one of them, describe the place to 
out the vessel or place to be attacked. 

What became of Mr. Caldwell? is the question that wi 
naturally be asked." 

“<The same punishment was inflic'ed upoa him that was inflicted upon 
Mr. Anstey for having aunoyed the colony by exposing He was 
disnissed irom the public services In one respect his punishment was 
lighter than Mr. Anstey’s. Mr. Anstey’s disgrace, after such ainp'e proof 
that it was uninerited, has not been cancelled. He has never been restored 
to office, Mr. Caldwell has been more fortunate. He practises at this 
moment, or at least was practising a few mouths ago, as ollivial arbitrator 
in the small causes court at Hong Kong. 

Such a tale of iniquity as this may weil excite indignation. 
In truth, it was a very Augean stable that Sir Hercules Kobinson 
—aptly so named—entered when he went to Hong Kong. He 
did much towards purifying it, but there is more work still to 
be done, and his successor already finds the ollice no sinecure, 
The last inward mail brought the gratifying news that Sir 
Richard MacDonnell has drafted an ordinan i 
to bring all native craft entering Hong Kong waters under proper 
supervision ; and we entertain strong hopes that this will prove 
one of a long series of reforms that will enabie us ut no distant 
date to regard the colony as a credit, instead of a sanding 
disgrace to the Crown,

TEA SHIPS AT HANKOW. 

Wnev, some three or four seasons ago, it was proposed to 
ship teas at Hankow direct for foreign ports and thus avoid the 
risk attendant on transshipment at Shanghai, the suggestion 
was eagerly hailed and immediately adopted. But the system 
thus inaugurated soon shared the fate which has befallen so 
many of the schemes set afloat in China. English owners were 
really ignorant of the Yangtsze navigation, or wilfully ignored 
the statements regarding it made in the Shanghai and Hong 
Kong journals, ‘lhe number of vesscls consigned to agents in 
Shanghai under orders to proceed up the Yangtsze and ship 
teas at Haukow increased year by year, until at length the sup- 
ply of shipping now excceds the demand which, in view of the 
state of the home markets, should legitimately exist. But after 
braving the risk of loss on the ever-shifting shoals of the 
Yangtsze, and incurring the expense of tonnage, the Hankow 
agents of Shanghai firms ere compelled to find cargo, and thus 
the presence of the tea fleet directly influences the market. 
The agents find themselves in a pitiable position, for they are 
compelled to supply such a portion of the required cargo as 
will furnish forth a flooring, and having provided this they have 
to contend with no small amount of competition. It is almost 
needless to say that forcign merchants in China have not yet 
learned that grand secret of combination to which the Chinese 
owe their success in all mercantile dealings with Europeans, 
To the jealousy and distrust of one another existing among 
foreigners may be attributed the failure of many proposed pro- 
tective measures, such for example as the “ short credit system.” 
But besides the eloments of difficulty that wo have enumerated, 
there is one which may be said to include the rest, namely, the 
absolute necessity of filling up with cargo and despatching the 
vessels within a specified time. The waters of the Great River 
remain but for a short period at their maximum elevation, and 
then begin to fall with far more cclerity than that wherewith 
they before rose. Hence asthe ships must wait for a certain 
condition of the river before thoy can ascend, and must in 
like manuer descend before a certain condition sets in, the 
duration of their stay at Hankow is necessarily limited. Each 
day’s delay after the water has commenced to fall is fraught with 
additional risk to ship and cargo, and it will thus readily appear 
that the Hankow consignees or agents of a clipper ship are 
literally bound hand and foot ; compelled on the one hand to 
find or supply cargo, and on the other, to get rid of their re- 
sponsibilitics before the advance of the season converts them 
into actual risks. We do not desire to undervalue the cesults 
of shipping tea at Hankow, but it is matter for serious consi- 
deration whether those results are not out-balanced by the 
occasional loss of such ships as the Guinevere. Our Shanghai 
advices per French mail of 18th June report, besides several 
minor casualties, the total loss of this fine vessel, together with 
more than seven thousand chests of tea. By her wreck the in- 
surance offices both in England and China suffer deeply, the 
navigation of the Yangtsze is impeded, and the owners of ship 
and cargo are put to indescribable inconvenience, Whether, 
therefore, we take the general question of trade or the merely 
local aud personal one of the loss of particuiar ships, we lave 
good reason to doubt the advisability of tue plan thus indis- 
criminately adopted. 

There is another light in which the “river system” may be 




















viewed. The manner in which contracts are made with the 
native teamen is well-known, and we need not therefore enlarge 
on the prudence of keeping down the opening rate of the market, 
But so soon as a clipper intended for the tea trade arrives at 
Shanghai she is discharged in all haste, and sent up the river 
as quickly as circumstances and the height of the water will 
permit, whether the season be or be not actually upon the point 
of opening. The dealers hail the arrival of each vessel as an 
additional pledge of the inability of foreigners to oppose their 
demands, and accordingly exorbitant prices are asked and ob- 
tained for the first chops brought down. An “opening rate” 
having been thus established, the foreign purchasers are 
delivered into the hands of their encmies, and the Chineso 
reap the benefit of enhanced rates and immediate sales, To 
divert some of this undue profit into the coffers of the mer- 
chants should be the aim of all Europeans, whether ship- 
owners or not, who are interested in the tea trade. If the 
present system be continued, each year must swell the catalogue 
of casualties in the Yangtsze, and each year also must add to 
the list of losses in consequence of rash speculation in tea; 
considerations which are amply sufficient to reconcile us to the 
all but prohibitive rates of premium now imposed by the local 
underwriters on vessels loading at Hankow. 





NEWCHWANG. 
Mr. ‘THomas Taytor Meapows, the able and energetic Eng- 
lish Consul at the port of Yangtsze (Newchwang) has lately 
issued a notification which reveals strange facts regarding the 


apathy of the foreign residents under his jurisdiction. It will 
be remembered that in December last much excitement was 
caused by the excesses of certain outlaws known as “ sword- 
racks,” and at the instance of the Consul the settlement was 
fortified and a military organisation set on foot among the re- 
sidents. Subsequently an American gentleman, Acting-Consul 
for the United States, was attacked in the streets, and an emeute 
was the result in which several natives were killed and wounded, 
one foreigner killed, and two or three slightly injured. There 
was therefore good ground for alarm, more especially as in addi- 
tion to the “sword-racks ” whose outrages were confined to the 
city and neighbourhood, rebels began to pour into the pro- 
yince, and there seemed to be every probability that the 
existing Government would, for a time at least, be overthrown. 
Newchwang was eventually seized by the rebels, but was re- 
captured within a weck by the Imperialists, Meanwhile, tho 
security of the settlement was imperilled by the presence of 
resolute and unscrupulous outlaws on the one hand, and 
Nienfei troops or the equally barbarous Tarter cavalry on the 
other. Mr. Meapows is prone to take “an earnest view” of 
passing events, and it is therefore possible that his fears were 
somewhat unfounded, and that the danger which impended over 
the foreign residents was not quite so imminent as ho repre- 
sented it to be, However, if he erred he erred on the right 
side, for to his timely precauticns aud formidable preparations 
may be ascribed the total immunity of the foreigners from 
attack or annoyance within their proper limits, As soon as 
the immediate danger passed by people began to laugh at their 
previous fears, and the Consul came in for a large share of 
unfriendly criticism. “Such precautions as were taken were 
“ perfectly needless,” was the common cry, but it was forgotten 
that to those very precautions was due the apparent needless- 
ness of preparation, ‘The rebels were afraid to attack a posi- 
tion which had been carefully fortified, therefore the fortifica- 
tions were unnecessary. Such, in other words, was the argu- 
ment triumphantly used by Mr. Meapows’ opponents, and it 
is not strange that, while still keeping a careful watch over the 
progress of oveuts, thedignity of his oftice, whereof Mr. MEADows 
possesses a strong sense, compelled him (to use his own words) 
“to maintain a passive and silent attitude.” But the tempo- 
rary withdrawal of his active superintendence was not without 
its effect, for we learn that after the capture of Newchwang, 
when an attack on the sctilement was anticipated, the commu- 
nity was thrown into a state of bustle, clamour, and confusion 
which did not cease for a couple of hours. On this occasion, 
says Mr. MeaDows, in the notification to which we have already 
referred— 


Notwithstanding the advantages afforded by a calm and bright moonlight 
night, the want of unity and preparedness disclosed convinced me that an 
attack made by superior numbers of men no more resolute and no better 
armed than are the rebels and associated ruffians of this town, could hardly 
have failed to be disastrous to the whole foreign community. 

‘The interests at stake in such a settlement as Newchwang 





ure not of overwhelming importance, but wherever the British 
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flag is hois 
its honour. Much more than the personal safety of each indi- 
vidual is in question. Were the foreign residents compelled to 
fly ingloriously, a portion at least of our prestige would be lost, 
and it may be of the most vital importance to our interests in 
China to possess ever so small and comparatively insignificant 
a stand-point on the borders of Manchuria as our forcign scttle- 
ment at Yaugtsze. 





THE EUPHRATES VALLEY ROUTE TO INDIA. 
Tae importance of this route has again been brought to the 
notice of the public through the report of Capt. TYLER, who ap- 
pears to be quite in favour of its adoption, Starting from Brin- 
disi the steamer would proceed to a port on the coast of Syria, say 
Seleucia, which would be connected by railway with Aleppo. From 
Aleppothe rail would run to Tabor Castle, Bagdad, and Bussorah at 

* the head of the Persian Gulf, A line of steamers has been for some 
time running between Bussorah and Kurrachee, and also between 
Bagdad and Bussorah, on the river Tigris ; and the distance from 
Seleucia by Aleppo and Tabor Castle to Bagdad is about 550 
miles. If therefore the railway could only be completed so far 
as Bagdad, in the first instance, the line could be opened, and 
the line of steamers on the Tigris be given up, when the rail 
should be completed the entire distance. While the subject of 
our communication with India is under special consideration 
and revision we trust the present Government will not be in- 
different to the great importance of the Euphrates Valley route, 
which after all is not entirely out of compass to guarantee in 
some shape or other. This route has received of late increased 
attention in consequence of the notice by Capt. Tyner, whoso 
report on the Brindisi route we noticed in a late issue. We 
believe the entire land distance from Seleucia on the coast of 
Syria to Bussorah is under 1,000 miles, and that a rail could be 
laid with comparative ease. With regard to the cost there is 
of course a diftereace of opinion, but from all the information 
that has been obtained it would appear that the cost would not 
exceed £8,000 per mile. There is no denying that passengers 
would hail a change of route even at an increased cost. ‘The 
distances would stand thus :-—

which might easily be accomplished in 15 days against 25 days 
by the present route via Red Sea and Marseilles. ‘I'he following 
is the extract from Capt, TrLeR’s report above noticed :— 


“As I have intimated at the commencement of this report, the question 
to be now solved is solely that of communication through Europe to the 
east of the Mediterranean, But in saying so much concerning the postal 
routes to the East, I would ask your Grace’s permission to touch also upon 
the still more important saving of time and distance that may be obtained 
hereafter by avoiding the passage of the Red Sea, when a railway shall 
be constructed from the coast of the Mediterranean along the Euphrates 
Valley to the Persian Gulf. By this route many hundred miles of dis- 
tance and many days of time might be saved between London and Bom- 
bay, which will become withia the next two years (when the railways to 
Madras and Calcutta are completed) the principal port of India. ‘The 
navigation by the Persian Gulf to Bombay will be far preferable to that 
via Suez and the Red Sea to Bombay, and even that amount of naviga- 
tion may ultimately be avoided by the connection together of Bagdad and 
Bombay by railway. But in the meantime the Euphrates Valley scheme 
has been for many years almost in abeyance. The mere guarantee of the 
Turkish Government has not been found sufficient even to render the 
construction of the first portion from the coast to Aleppo practicable, and 
the financial state of that empire renders progress now all but impossible. 
But | have so strong a conviction of the important bearing that the con- 
struction of such a railway would have, commercially and strategically, 
upo) the British Empire, that I eculd not but take this opportunity of re- 
commending the subject to the serious consideration of Her Majesty's 
Government.”

route, writes to The Times :— 


Sir,—May I beg the favour of your giving insertion to the concluding 
paragraph in the report of Captain Tyler, R.E., to his Grace the Duke of 
Montrose, Postmaster-General, with reference to the conveyance of the 
Eastern mails, lately ordered by the House of Commons io be printed, 
as the paragraph in question not only gives official sanction and approval 
to the views which I advocated more than nine years ago in your columns 

‘arding the Euphrates route, and which then received, as I trust they 
will continue to receive, your powertul support? But, irrespective of 
this, I ain anxious that the opinion of so trusted and responsible an officer 
of Government as Captain Tyler on one of the greatest questions of the 
day, should be knowa as widely as posible. 




















On which Zhe Times says :— : 

Subjoined is a communication on the Euphrates route, which, like the 
Nicaragua transit, is one of those projects that may be delayed but can 
never be extinguished. There is a great difference, however, between 
the two. because the Nicaragua transit scheme may now be left to its 
inevitable fulfilment from the demands of commerce, whereas the Euphrates 
railway, no matter how great may be its commercial prospects, must be 
chiefly important from its national bearings, and no body of sbarcholiens 
would be so blind to their own rights as to offer to construct a line that 
would reduce our time and distance from India to one-half, and_not only 
save hundreds of thousands annually to the British and Indian Treasuries, 
but also be of vital political importance, without obtaining some guarantee 
from the Government upon whom these advantages would be conferred, 
Commerce would be greatly benefited by the line, but commerce can 
wait for it, Meanwhile it is for the Indian and home Governments to 
consider whether they can wait for it also. Should they decide in the 
negative, they must be prepared to make fair arrangements. If the 
line would pay commercially, there could be no luss from a guaranteo. 
If it would not pay commercially, but would yield great pecuniary gain to 
the State, the State should not encourage individual capitilists to contem- 
plate its construction without aid, and to ruin themselves fur the gaia of 
the public. 

A writer, signing “ C. E,,” says 

It is now twenty years since that Iwas directed by Her Majesty's (then) 
Government to examine for the purposes of a railway route the valleys of 
the Euphrates and Tigris from the Persian Gulf to the Black Sea, in other 
words, from Bussorah to Trebizonde, and from the Bay of Iscanderoon, on 
the Mediterranean via Aleppo, into the Euphrates Valley; and having 
obtained at Constantinople the necessary firman from the Porte (through 
the British Ambassador), I proceeded with an assistant and the other 
necessary protectors to discharge the duties confided to me by the Govern- 
ment. This occupied a period of ten months, during which | examined 
and laid down the best available route with great precision, and drew up 
in fullest detail a report thereon, This survey and report may yet be of 
service to the country. At any rate, if still preserved, it must have become 
“ fully mature.” I believe, Sir, that the first to draw attention to this as 
@ route to India was the late Lieutenant Waghorn. Since then others 
have drawn attention to it, such as Mr. Andrew and General Chesney ; 
and I believe that partial surveys of various parts of that route have from 
time to time been made, but I believe that my own is the only survey 
made of the route throughout by order of Her Majesty's Government. 
may only remark, en passant, that the Euphrates Valley is well suited for 
a line of railway of easy and cheap construction, and that apart from 
its suitability asa line to India, it would collect a vast amount of traffic 
which would be led towards it from Persia, Kordistan, and other Asiatic 
countries. 




















THE ANGLICAN BISHOPRIC IN CHINA. 

The following correspondence has recently taken place be- 
tween Bishop Smith aud the Colonial-office authorities 
respecting the vacant bishopric of Victoria at Hong Kong ; 
from which it will be seen that the supposed legal difficulties 
are terminated, and that the immediate appointment and 
consecration of a new Bishop of Victoria has been apparently 
decided upon :— 

TO THE RIGHT HON. THE BARL OF CARNARVON. 
8, Haddo-villas, Blackheath, S.E. 

My Loap,—Your predecessor at the head of the Colonial-ottice is un- 
derstood, in his communications with the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
others, to have grounded the reason of his long delay in the appointment 
of my successor in the Bishopric of Victoria on the unsettled state of the 
law in regard to the Colonial Episcopate, and the expected early legis- 
lation of the Imperial Parliament on the colonial church. 

As this latter expectation is now terminated, for the present year at 
least, I beg leave earnestly to press upon your lordship the following con- 
siderations in favour of your immediate nomination of a bishop of Victoria, 
and a termination of the present serious injury to Church of England in- 
terests in China, caused by the long vacancy of that see since my formal 
resignation thereof was completed a year and a half ago, viz., on January 
14th, 1865 :— 

1.’ After the first China treaty, an Act was passed by the British Legis- 
lature in 1843 empowering the Crown to pass Orders in Council for the 
better goverument of British subjects in China. 

2. An Order in Council was passed in 1849, constituting the Bishopric 
of Victoria at Hong Kong, and subjecting to the jurisdictiun of the bishop 
thereof all persons in Holy Orders within the five Consular cities and else- 
where in the dominions of the Emperor of China, and on board of any 
vessel within 100 miles of the coast of China. 

3. The above-mentioned Act of Parliament, and the Order in Councit 
grounded thereupon, are quoted in the preamble of the bishop’s letters 
patent issued in 1849. 

The above three facts seem to give a quasi-parliamentary title to the 
Bishopric of Victoria. Beyond this,. 

4. Hong Kong is a Crown colony; its Legislative Council is not an in- 
dependent local Parliament, and its bishopric is consequently in a great 
measure unaffected by the recent Privy Council judgments. 

5. There is an average number of twenty Anglican clergy (missionaries 
and chaplains) in China, needing supervision and control. 

6. Six of the English clergy now in China are only in deacon’s orders 
and have been for some time amid inconvenience awaiting the arrival of a 
bishop to admit them to full orders. Three missionaries, of the Church 
Missionary Society, are also about to embark for China in the next month, 
now only in deacon’s orde 

7. The Bishop of Victoria is ex-officio resident warden and sole trustee 
(under the visitorship of the Archbishop of Canterbury) of St. Paul's Col- 
loge at Hong Kong, and the only authorised receiver of a local rental of 
£500 a year, constituting its endowment. The appointment of tutors is 
in the bishop's sole hands ; and the college, founded for the Christian edu- 
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——— 
cation of native Chinese youths, is suffering great detciment from the 
absence of its official head. 

T might add to the foregoing facts many other considerations which will 
doubtless suggrst themselves to your lordship’s own mind as to the urgency 
of the ease, and the pressing claims of the Church in China on your im- 
mediate attention, Remonstrances and complaints have constantly reached 
me from China respecting the long delay in the arrival of my successor. 
Some of the lamentable effects are thus described in a letter written to 
me by a Government chaplain from China, on his arrival in England 
some montis ago. 6 ewe el 

I desire in conclusion to submit to your lordship that there are 
no obstacles in the way of your consenting to the early consecration 
of a bishop by Royal Mandate, without Letters Patent, which in my 
opinion are not essential or of any great value to the China 
bishopric. The endowment, £1,000 a year, is secured in the Colonial 
Bishoprics Fund, and was. principally contributed by private donors 
(hose names are known to me), viz, a “ Brother and Sister,” who 
are prepared to claim the repayment of the money given by them, if the 
Victoria bishopric is suffered to lapse and remain unfilled by a new ap- 
pointment. ‘The stipend has been accumulating for a year and a half 
the hands of the Colonial Bishopries Trustees.—I remain, my Lord, your

TPADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 
( Continued.) 
TAIWAN. 

The following is Mr. Swinhoc’s Report on tho trade of For- 
mosa for the year 1865 :— 

T have been called away with so little notice to relieve Mr. Pedder at 
Amoy that I have not been able to devote so much time and attention to 
the trade returns as I could have wished. I must therefore ask your Ex- 
cellency’s indulgence for any shortcomings that may be apparent. 

‘The employment of British bottoms is on the increase, but not to such 
au extent as one could hope. The total foreign tonnage shows a fair in- 
crease, as also does the foreign trade, notwithstanding that the prohibition 
‘on the export of rice has continued in force throughout the year, excep- 
tion having been only marle in favour of vessels provided with passes from 
the high authorities at Foo-chow. 

The high tone I assumed towards the mandarins against their deter- 
mined embargo on rice was not approved of at Peking, so I had to slide 
‘out of the false position I had been gradually carried into ; and I fear that, 
on this question, the mandarins have been since taking an unjust advantage 
of ourleniency. The present chief civil authority of Formosa, Ting Taou- 
tae, bears an implacable hatred towards foreigners, and is immovable by 
courteous diplomacy. He trembles, however, as I have already apprised 
your Excellency, ai the sight of a large man-of-war. I have in all matters 
found him a hard man to deal with. I trust my successor will manage 
more successfully. I have contested long for British interests in Formosa, 
and not entirely without fruits; but the want of a harbour at Taiwan, and 
the distance of Tainan city from Takow have presented serious difficulties, 
to battle with which requires a person endowed with a stronger constitution 
than I can boast of; to make the frequent passage between Takow and 
‘Taiwan, the Consul should be a sailor, and to make the journey overland 
by chair or on horseback he must be able to leave without fear of bad 
elfects of a tropical sun. The climate of South Formosa is hot for nearly 
the entire year. 

‘At Taiwan, large and storied hongs are procurable by Europeans at a 
Jow rental, but at ‘Takow the residents are wretchedly housed. This is, 
however, being gradually remedied. 

The currency of South Formosa, I neglected to state in my last year's 
report, is at 6:8 or 689 tacls for every 1,000 dollars, the dollars, moreover, 
being weighed in what the Chinese call “ small scales,” or at about I per 
cent. short of the 68 fall weight according to the Canton Government 
Scales. Merchants tell me that a loss is always quoted from Amoy on 
dollars exported thither. 

Heme. — Uncer this head are classed both grass-cloth fibre and jute, 
the former being a much more valuable article than the latter, and yet the 
same rate of duty is charged according to the tariff for both. This 
unjust levy leads the Chinese shippers of jute to engage for its freight 
Chinese junks, thereby escaping duty altogether, greatly to the detriment 
of the interests of foreign vessels, The Customs Commissioner at Takow 
is, I believe, applying to his chief to try and obtain a reduction in the duty 
‘on jute. 

Cassta Licnra.—] have seen specimens of a species of cinnamomum 
from the mountains interior of this neighbourhood. ‘The natives use the 






































branches of the tree for fuel, not having yet learnt apparently the market 
value of the bark. 

Before closing this somewhat hurried report on last year’s British trade 
in South Formosa, I must point to the wealth stored in the little known, 
mountainous interior, I have not long returned from aten days’ visit 
into the heart of this coantry. Passing through Petaon (the city of Fung- 
shan-hien), I struck the bank of the Tiung-kung River, and then fole 
lowed up the river in a north-north-west direction towards the centre of 
the island. ‘The mountains attained by this river are covered with timber, 
and abound with huze masses of out-cropping blue slate. On a hill side 
not far from the river's bank I visited a hole which emitted inflammable 
gas, thus probably indicating the prevence of petroleum at a depth beneath 
the Coal, 1 am told, also occurs in the sume neighbourliood. The 
hills round about appear to me eminently fitted tor the cultivation of coffee, 
and on this score I have some right to an opinion. as I took particular 
pains to observe the requirements of coffee phinting when vi-iting the plan= 
tations at Candy (Ceylon) on my way out from Enyland in 1863. The 
river supplies, by means of rafis and boats of light draught, an exit to the 
sea about thirieen miles below Takow. It would too greaily expand thi 
despatch, and indeed [ have not ‘now the required time, to give a detailed 
sketch of this visit of inspection and observation into the charming interior 
of this green clad island. I will, however, at some future date endeavour 
to lay before your Excellency the information I have gained. A French 
gentieman, about the close of the year, travelled from Taiwan to Tamsuy 
overland and returned, When asked what he thought of Formo:a, he 
shragged his shoulders, and replied that “it might be covered with a 
handkerchief.” He spoke of the cultivated plains and the lower hills; he 
had not seen the mountains, 









































YOKOUAMA. 

Mr. Myburgh’s return from this port is accompanied by the 
following observations from Sir Harry Park: 

Thave the honour to forward a very interesting report by Mr. Consul 
Myburgh on the trade of the port of Kanagawa for the ycar 1853, which, 
when compared with the returus for the previous year, shows the highly 
satisfactory result of an increase in the import trade of nearly 100 per 
cent., and in the export trade of 6U per cent. 

Considerable difficulty has been experienced in the preparation of these 
returns, owing to the imperfect character of the data supplied trom the 
Custom House. Thou drawn up and forwarded to me at the end of 
March, the discovery of material errors rendered entire reconstruction of 
the returns necessary; and it thus happens that, though Mr. Myburgh’s 
report is dated the 38th March, it reached me in its present form only 
yesterday. 

To enable your lordsihp to compare at a glance the trade of all the ports 
of Japan for the last three years, as eoadneted both in British and in 
foreizn vessvls, I have caused the four additional returns, which [ have 
now the honour to enclose, to be prepared in this offive. 

‘The great expansion of the import trade is attributable to a steadily in= 
creasing demand for forcign manutactures in this country, which, having 
no redundant population, as is the case with China, can obtain clothing: 
more cheaply from foreigners than from its own cottage looms, Under 
this aspect, therefore, Japan promises to furnish a very satisfactory market 
for British manufactures. 

‘The increase in the exports is owing chiefly to the great rise in the 
value of Japanese silk, the shipments of 1863 being not greater but rather 
less in quantity than those of 1863, althoussh costing nearly a treble price. 
All inquiry has hitherto failed to furnish a satisfactory solution of the 
problem at present ob:erved here of exceedingly high prices fuilin 
secure increased supplies. ‘The largest export occurred in the year 1 
63, and there is reason to believe that this is attrivutubic to the sudden 
demand caused by the foreign trade having led to the sae of horded stocks, 
and that the suppiics forwarded to market since that date represent the 
portion of the ordinary annual production that can be spared for foreiga 
exportation. 

‘The tea trade, owing to imperfect preparation of the leaf, increases less 
ly, and the quality is more suixed to the American than the English 
market. 

A remarkable feature in the export trade of this year is the shipment 
from all the ports of upwards of 1,500.00. sheets of silk ova, which, if 
successfully reared, will go far to make good the terrible ravages occa~ 
sioned by the disease in the European silkworm, Should these anticipa- 
tions be realised, a signal instance will be thus afforded of the benefit 
derivable from the extension of commercial relations with this remote 
country, as, although only recently participating in the trade of the world, 
Japan is already clothed to a considerable extent bg foreign looms, and 
seems destined to turn to be the meaus of reviring a most important branch 
of European industry, 

The returns of foreign trade are interesting, as showing how large a 
proportion is conducted in British vessels, altaough the cargoes thus ¢ w= 
ried cannot in every case be regarded as British-owne: 

‘The following is Mr. Myburzh’s report :— 

Surtprinc.—During 1865 the entries numbered 168 vessels, of 74.083 
tons; the departures 164 vessels, of 73,486 tons. Compared with 1864, 
this shows in entries a decrease of four vessels and 1 372 tons, and in clear- 
ances the same decrease of four in the number of ships, but an increase in 
the tonnage of 2,890 tons. There was a considerable decrease under the 
British flag as compared with the previous year, of entries, 23 ships, and 
15,296 tons; clearances, 27 ships, and 11,147 tons. 

American entries show an increase of five ships, of 4,40 tons, for 1365; 
the clearances an increase of four ships, of 3,339 tons. neh shipping 
shows a very marked increase. The entries exceed those of the previous 
year by ten ships, of 9,153 tous. This is chielly owing to the establish 
ment ofa brancli line of steamers by the Messageries Linpcriaes Company, 
running once a month between this port and Shanghai, in connection with 
the main line theace to Murseilles. Though the Dutch show a decrease 
of three and four ships in arrivals and departures respectively, there is a 
slight increase in the tonnage over that of the preceding year, 

The decrease in British shipping may be ascribed in part to the cessa- 
tion in the shipment of cotton trom this port, not only to England but to 
Hong Kong. Wnile in the previous year thirty-three vessels, of 14,723 
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tons, left direct for Great Britain and twenty-nine vescels for Hong Kong, 
Principally with cotton, the number for the year 1865 reached only six 
ships, of 3,043 tons, which sailed for Great Britain, and sixteen vessels for 
Hong Kong. 

But this fact loses somewhat in significance when we compare the re- 
turn of the direct trade trom Great Britain during the present year with 
that of the preceding, for in 1864 the arrivals numbered only eight vescels 
Of 2,638 tons, whilst in 1865 they increased to twenty-six vessels of 11,300 
tons; of these there were only three of 1,630 tons which brought coals, 
the remaining twenty-three carried bale goods and general cargo. 

Imvorts.—The total value of imports computed from the returns 
amounted to 12,913,024 doilars. Compared with the previous year it 
shows an increase of 7,469,430 dollars. The vatue of the imports brought 
in British vessels alone amounted to 10,687,015 dollars. ‘The past year 
was marked in particular by a sudden and extraordinary increase in the 
demand for cotton mauufactures. It has been calculated that in October 
and November alone somewhere about 3,000,000 dollars worth had been 
disposed of. This included partly the cargoes of several vessels which 
were on theit way out old to arrive at a very fair profit. It would, I con- 
ceive, however, be too sanguine to expect a similar demand to repeat 
self during the current year. Two causes it would appear give to the past 
year an exceptional character in this reepect, aud conduced to occasion 
the immense demand, The first and most obvious was the high price 
which raw cotton fetched in the market, as much as $4 dollars per picul 
in 1864, which naturally drained the country of every available pound of 
this commo.ity, and which had to be replaced during the past year by 
foreign manulacturea goods, ‘The other is the failure to a great extent of 
the cottor crop in Japan for 186. 

AxMs.—There seems to have been a considerable increase in the im- 
port of arms, the quantity being more than double that of the preceding 
year; but they have ceased, however, to realise the enormous prices whieh 
they used tocommand in former years. Much of what has been dispcsed 
of was at a loss, and large quantities still remain unsaleable' in the bands of 
the foreign merchants, 

Merats.—There was a considerable falling off in the quantity of lead 
imported. It fell from 18.785 piculs in the preceding year to 13,678 
piculs in the past year. Indeed, towards the latter part of the year a large 

ortion was re-exported to China where higher prices were obtainable. 

Phe same may be said with regard tu spelter, none having been imported, 
while in the previous year there were 8.676 piculs. T 
15,282 boxes in 1864 to 11,541 in 1863. In fact all metals were in litle 
request during the past year, doubtless owing to the market having been 
over-stocked by the large quantities that were imported and sold in the 
previous year to meet the then existing demand. 

Exrouts.—The total value of these amounted to 17,467,728 dollars, 
which gives 3,470,244 dollars more than the preceding year. 

SILK—The returns show that 16,235 bales were exported. of which 
14,636 left in British ships. It was a prevailing opinion that over specu- 
lation in tea and sitk during the latter part of 1864 and the beginning of 
1865 would Le attended with great losses, and a consequent re-action. 
‘The result, however, has not verified the prediction, for the enormous rise 
in the vaiue of Japan silk in the European market has left those who 
ventured on buying at what was considered in the beginning of the year 
an enormous price, a very handsome profit. It gradually continued to 
rise in value till the beginning of the new silk season (Ist July), and it 
is calculated that from that date until the end of the year upwards of 7,000 
bales have been exported, which at an average of 8U0 dollars per bale 
would give nearly 6.0uu,,UU dollars in six months. — Thus, though a 
sma‘ler number of bales as compared with the corresponding period of the | 
preceding year has been exported, the enhanced price of 800) dollars gives | 
a larger total value. In 1464 nearly all the silk came into the market in 
the fall of the year, and subsequent to the visit of the fleet to Yedo in the 
begining of October ; whereas in 1865 it came in continuously through- 
out the whole year according as the demand arose, aud it is satisfactory to 
observe that the restrictions which formed so many grounds of complaint 
in the preceding year ceased to embarrass the operations of the merchants, 
and seemed to have wholly disappeared. It may be remarked also that 
in 1864 during the same period the value of the dollar might be taken at | 
about 5s., whervas in the past year it may be taken at about 43. 4il., and 
has touched as low even as 4s. Id. The merchant thus getting his money | 
cheaper was enabled to make his purchases at a larger figure. It is worthy | 
of netice that this enhanced value has not brought about such a corre- 
sponding extension and growth of the silk trade in the coun:ry as might 
jonably have been expected. Probably the capabilities for producing 
silk are limited. A considerable quantity also is reserved for clothng a 
large mass of the population. T conceive there can be little doubt too 
that a great deal of the silk exported during the earlier years was a sur- 
ples quantity which had been accumulating in the country for a long time 
privr to the opening of the port. ‘The quantity of silkworm eggs exported 
ruse from 200,000 cards to 1,520,321 
A. considerable stimulus was given to the export of tea by 
the termination of the American war, several British ships having been 
Joaded direct for New York and Boston. It is estimated that the quantity 
actually exported amounted to 7,899,733 pounds, which gives an increase 
of nearly 5,000,0 0 pounds over the preceding year. No export of cotton 
worth noting took place. 

The duties collected by the Custom House amounted to 452,805 
dollors £0 cents, of which 242.254 dollars 32 cents were on imports, and 
310.051 dollars 48 cents on exports. 

I should observe, in conclusion, that I consider there is every reason to 
be satistied with the commercial importance to which this port has already 
atiained. Aad it is not too much to say that with its steadily advancing 
prosperity it bids fair to beeome one of the foremost among the great 
trading emporiums of the East. 

‘The comparative tables accompanying the report show the following as

NEWCHIWANG, 


The following is a brie‘ abstract of Mr. T. T. Meadows’ report 
on the trade of 1865 :— 

Snievtxc anv Navicatioy.—In my last report (that of the QIst 
April, 1863) I showed that the North German tonnage had, during the 
three previous years, not only been greater than the British, but that the 
disproportion liad been annually increasing in our distavoar, In 1865 
there has been a marked change in our favour. ‘The comparative table 
shows that while British shipping has contirued rapidly to increase, the 
amount of our tonnage in 1863 being nearly double that of 1864, the 
North German tonnage bas decreased. [ should, however, have had to 
report a still greater increase of British tonnase, and probably little de- 
crease of North German tonnage, but for certain prohibitive measures 
taken at Shanghai about the midule of the season by the old mandarins of 
that port and of the province in which it lies. They not only prohibited 
Chinese merchants from themselves shipping in foreign ve-sels, but they 
ako prohibited them from purchasing trom for:ign merchants produce 
brought by these latter in foreign vessels from this port, Whether this last 
proceeding was open or covert, I have, at this distance, not been able to 
ascertain, but it has been most effectual. 

‘As to the duration of the season of open navigation and that of the ice 
bound period, the experivnee of five years shows us that a cold of suffi- 
cient severity to cover the river with heavy masses of floating ice may occur 
at any time between the 15th of November and the 27th of March. Thus, 
as reaards the closing of the navization in 18U5, the thermometer stood, 
at daybreak on the loth November, at 17 degrees of Fahrenheit; on the 
IGih, at 15 degrees ; on the 17th, at 7 degrees, Several vessels which were 
still in the river on the Lath November got seriously damaged by Muating 
ice, and oue nearly became a total wreck within the port. With respeet 
to the future, however, 1 may obse:ve that the increased use of steamers at 
the beginning and towards the close of the open season, together with the 
construction of permanent jetties, rendering the foreign craft as indepen- 
dent of cargo-boats as now are the junks, might prolong the total period of 
open navigation from two to three weeks for foreign merchants,

The results shown by these two summaries are satisfactory, inasmuch as 
they prove an increase in all the principal articles of trade as conveyed by 
forcign vestels. So far as the imports are concerned, the increase shown, 
denotes, moreover, an increse of the whole trade of the port, and not a 
mere snbstitution of foreign tonnage for junks. But as regards the ex- 











{ ports, the increase denotes merely such a substitution, for we know that a 


less quantity of peas and beans have come from the interior to this port 
during 1865 than eame in 1864. 


MOUNTAIN SILK. 

With respect to the production of the mountain silk, which has of late 
attracted some little attention in the silk trade, 1 subjoin some particulars, 
They were gathered by msse.f in a visit made by me to some xilk valleys 
in August and September last, and are parily carteetive of stutements on 
the subject made in my last report, and which were chietly based on second= 
ese information, “There are two crops of the mountain cocoon, 
or spring crop, and a“ tsew” or autumn crop. The latter is 
collected in the last half of September and in October, and the covoons 
are brought to market during this latter mont! At this period the silk 
growers pick out the best of the eocrous for the proiuction in 
spring of the butterfly and worm for the spring crop. They 
are preserved in baskets, which are hung up in the Chinese dwell 
ing rooms, These almost always face the south, thus opposing @ 
blank back wall to the cold northerly winds prevalent in winter, 
and getting from their southerly windows the full advantage of the sun in 
that season, when, during nine days out of ten, there is a clear blue sky. 
Besides this, the dweliing rooms are partially heated by the warmth ema- 
nating from the surface of the kong, a brick bench which occupies about 
one third of the room, wiich serves a a sleeping place at night, as seat 
&c., during the day, and inside which is a winuing fue, with an aperture 
at one end, in which a fire of millet stalks is oceasionaily lighted. In spite 
of all this, however, the temperature of a Cuinese dweliing in the mount- 
ain silk district is during the greater part of the winter consislerably below 
the freezing point. The worm, being indigenous, could doubtless stand 
the cold of the winter's nigtis in its cocoon on the bushes on which it 
forms these latter; but, apart from theft, destruction by wild animals, 
insects, Ac., it is probable that in nights of unusual severity ouly the 
strongest and best inclosed might escape perishing trom cold. 

‘The natural heat of spring sullices to Lring the chry-alis out of the 
cocoon in the butterfly sh. ‘The butterflies then couple and in about 
four or five days after impregnation the temale lays ezgs. They are lad 
on native paper spread on mats, tables, &c. In about five or six days 
from each of these eggs is produced, a small worm ot about the size of a 
black ant, and which is black in colour, ‘This 1 about the time when the 
buds on the oak bushes have begun to make their appearance, Tuis must 
be in the last half of April. Tne young leaves are loreed by twigs being 
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cut off from the bushes and placed in water, in pools of the mountain 
streams, or in tubs in houses. From these the young tender leaves are 
taken, and scattered over the paper, as the worms appear from the eggs. 
‘The worms are thus nourished for some days, when they are transferred to 
the youngest, most tender-leaved, oak bushes on the hill slopes. ‘They 
are then about an inch in length, but are still black in colour. The trans- 
fer of the whole does not take place in oue or two days. ‘There is during 
the whole existence of the animal in its wora stage a difference of eight 
or ten days in the backwardvess or forwardness of individuals. After some 
days the worm has its first sleep or torpor, at the close of whieh it changes 
its skin, and re-ay, cars green in colour and larger in size. It has in all four 
of these sleeps or torpors, each of which lasts about two days. It changes 
its skin and becomes larger after each torpor, but retains after the first the 
same bright green colour. For its next, or fifth sleep, it prepares by spin- 
ning itself into a cocoon, in which it assumes the chrysalis shape, then 
bursts out as a butterfly and lays eggs, from which the small black worms 
are produced, when the processes just described are gone through again, 
‘These processes are, in the spring season, more rapidly performed than 
the similar processes in the autumn. The silk growers told me that those 
of ‘spring required about sixty days, those of autumn about a hun- 
dred. In each season, as fast as the worms consume the leaves on one 
bush, they are removed by the attendant silk cultivators to another, the 
youngest bushes being used first. Iwas in some of the silk valleys from 
the 29th August to the 12th September, and had an opportunity of ob- 
serving the autumnal worms in their last stages. The most advanced 
began weaving their cocoons around them on the 2nd September, but at 
this time a large proportion of the worms were still in the stage between 
the third and fourth sleeps, while others, which had cast their shins for the 
last time, were feeding hard, in preparation of the work of cocoon spin- 
ning. On the 12th Sebtember fully one-half were enclosed in, or busy, 
with their cocoons, while the most backward had all changed their skins 
for the fourth tima. 

Just before spinning its cocoon, it is a bright green-bodied grub or 
caterpillar of 3} to 4 inches in length, with a‘light brown head. “On its 
pale brown face there are six or eight small black specks. Its body has 
twelve jomts. On eight of these, it has on each a pair of claws, five pairs 
of whai I shall call back ciaws on the hinder part of the body, and three 
pairs of front claws on the forward part, ‘Ihe hindermost, or tail joint, has 
& pair of the back claws ; then there are two joints without claws; then 
come four joints, each with a pair of the back claws (one on each side); 
then come two joints without claws, and then the three foremost joints, 
each with a pair of the front claws. ‘The five pairs of back claws are less 
developed as claws than the front ones, being, to outward appearance, of 
the same soft green matter that the body is composed of, and merely tipped 
With a small piece of hard substance of the same light brown colour as the 
head. ‘The three pairs of front claws are, on the other hand, curved, and 
are entirely composed of the hard light brown substance. The five pairs 
of back claws serve as feet, by means cf which the animal holds on to the 
twig or stem part of the leaf, while the front claws serve as hands, by 
means of which it twists round the edge of the leaf to its mouth. When 
the grub is in one of its torpid periods, it holds on to the twig solely by 
means of the five pairs of buck claws, the foremost five joints (three with 
claws and two without) being altogether detached from the twig in the air. 
A little above the claws on each side there is, ouveach joint or segment, a 
bright blue speck, out of which two or three hairs grow. A little above 
those blue specks there is on each side, down the last or tailmost nine 
joints, a brownish streak, which two streaks widen and join together as a 
brown band on the tail joint. On the eighth and ninth of the joints, 
counting from the tail end, there are on this brown streak two silvery or 
white-metallie coloured spots on each side, ‘The brown band does not 
extend to the foremost three jeints ; on the other hand, each of these joints 
has two blue specks on each side, one above or higher up than the other, 
‘The animal is thickest about the Second and third joints, counting from the 
head, and tapers off somewhat towards tie tail. 

When the worm begins to make its cocoon, it selects two or more oak 
leaves more or less facing each other, and lowes than the twig from which 
they proceed. ‘These leaves it joins together by a network of its silk 
thread, which thread keeps issuing from its mouth as it moves its head 
from the one leaf tothe other. It holds on, in the meantime, by its back 
claws to the twig. When the leaves are sufficiently joined to form a sort 
of cup or basket under the twig to which it is holding, it loorens its hold 
and crops into the receptacle it has thus formed. ‘The hindermost seven 
joints of the body are then, with the tail jeints slightly curled in, drawn 
together, and, retaining in a state of torpid inaction, serve, I presume, 
merely asa store from which the silk thread matter is drawa, ‘The work 
of further self-inclosure the auimal does with its head and the foremost 
five joints of the body. It first quite surrounds itself with the loose flossy- 
like silk which forms the outer portion of the cocoons as they come to 
market, and through which its green body remains for a time visible. It 
then gradually forms the deine, hardish, shin-like substance which consti- 
tutes the inner portion of the cocoon, On opening a coc:on which had 
been recently formed, and was to outward appearance quite finished, L 
found inside a complete green worm curled up in the way I have described 
as to its hind part, and with the fore part in the condition in which it is 
when the animal is in one of its sleeps on the bush. After a while the 
fore part began to move and the animal to spin silk, which it attatched at 
each turn of its head to the surface of a table on which I had placed it, 
It seemed to be labouring to increase the thickness of its cocoon, being 
doubtless roused to the necessity of so doing by the feel of the open air to 
which it was ayain exposed. 1 judged that if the cocoon had not been 
opened tie animal would. after a sleep in it, have proceeded to thicken 
the inner surface by further thread spinning, and have gone on so doing 
till its bulk was sufficiently decreased for its turning into the chrysalis 
shape. The yield of the spring crop is said to be much less than that of 
the autumn erop, 1,000 cocoons of the former giving no more than 500 
of the latter. But the quality is said to be greatly superior, finer, whiter 
in itself, and more capable of taking dyes; but black, with various shades 
of reddish-brown or purple, seem to be the only dyes that either kind 
will take. The chrysulids which are not kept for breeding are used 
by the Chinese as an article of food. ‘The mountain silk remains as 
yet the one article which this district is likely to furnish to England. 









































































My explorations of last summer convinced me that I did not, in 
my last Report, over estimate the extent of country in which it is 
produced when I said 150 miles by 100. On the other hand, instead 
ing that “ not one-fourth part of the sides” suitable for the 
oak bushes is planted with them, I should now say that not one-tenth 
part is so planted. Viewing the nature of the article and the quantities 
that are now, and that could be furnished, the trade could be developed 
into one of appreciable importance even for our great manufacturing 
interests, unless exactions and jealuusies of the local mandarins interposed 
to repress it. 





RAILWAYS IN BIANCHURIA. 

There are now probably few places left in the world where a railway of 
180 miles in length would pay so certainly, and prove so beneficial to the 
country through which it ran, as would a railway between this port town. 
and Moukden. A closely-cultivated and populous piain extends through- 
out the whole distance, yet there is not, and never would be, any canal or 
river-boat competition. Moukden serves now, to a large extent, as the 
entrepict between this port and the country which forms the northern por 
tion of wis Consular district, both as regards imports and exports. With 
a railway it would become still more 0. Three cities—the city of New- 
chwang, with the more considerable ones Hae-ching and Leaou-yang— 
could be touched on the way; and a branch from a point between Teaou- 
yarg and Moukden to the Pun-se-hoo coal mines would probably not be 
more than 20 miles long, nor require any tunnelling. ‘These mines, 
rudely worked and accessible only by the hill-roads and with the carts 
which I have described, now send their coals 100 miles to this town on the 
south, and to cities at similar distances in the north. Worked by the aid 
of steam machinery, and accessible by railway, the carriage of these coals 
would of itself soon become an appreciable item in thesuecess of the latter 
undertaking. The goods traffic, whether of manutactured or raw produce, 
takes place chiefly in the cold season, when smaller steamers are frozen to 
the ground, and marshy places become as hard as stone, and when, agri- 
cultural ficld labour bging stopped by the frost for several months, a num- 
ber of draft animals and their driversare freed for carrying work. At that 
season the carters drive as much on the ficlds by the sides of the above- 
described roads as on the latter; and as the first few that pass crush down 
all lesser inequalities, the piains soon become almost as easy of traverse as 
is England with its macadamised roads. The traffic is facilitated during 
that period by the construction of bridges over the larger mountain streams 
whose deeper and rapid current prevents their freezing so as to offer a safe 
passage over the ice. These bridges are made of wooden piles, which 
bear a single roadway, consisting of a framework of timbers, on the sur- 
face of which are laid transversely bundles of millet stalks. During about 
100 days of each cold season 60,000 large carts, drawn, probably, by about 
300,040 draught cattle, and accompanied by 130,000 men, discharge their 
Joads at this port town. 

As the frost gives, and the ground begins to soften in the month of 
March, the large cart traffic gradually decreases, and from April to Novem- 
ber it may be almost said to cease in a commercial sense. A team which 
in the frozen period will draw upwards of a ton with ease, has difficulty in 
the warm period in drawing five cwt.; and after rains, large portions of 
the plains become altogether impassable for days and weeks. The culti- 
vation of the fields then compels the carters to keep constantly in the low= 
level roads above described, and there the horses and mules are almost 
always up to their knees, often up to their bellies, in mud or water. 
Toward the close of last autumn, I, as accompanied by small carts carrying 
my baggage and servants, took four days to perform a distance of 26 miles. 

BANK NOTES IN MANCHURIA. 

One of the chapters of the report is devoted to the currency of the 
province, aud may be read with additional interest at the present time, 
when our monetary system is 80 much canvassed. The notes (says Mr. 
Meadows) are in their size and main features much like English bank 
notes. They have an ornamental border, purposely made very elaborate 
in order to prevent forgery. ‘Che name of the issuing bouse, together with 
the unvarying portions of the date (with blank spaces left for the exact 
month and day of eacl) are printed in large characters. Instead, however, 
of receiving their tinal validation from a manuscript signature it is given 
them, in accordance with Chinese official and trading custom, by means of 
elaborately carved seals, with which red is used. These notes are not is- 
sued solely, or even in large part, by the money-changing houses, which to 
certain extent take the place here of our banks. Each commercial estab- 
lishment and largish retail shop can issue notes. Formerly this was done 
only to the extent of one-tenth of the capital which the issuing house 
satisfied the great Guild of the port-town that it had invested in its business, 
and after it had entered into an engagement for mutual guaranteeing. 
But for two years past the Guild appears to have given up the atiempt to 
regulate the paper currency, and at present there are 123 houses at this 
town which seem to issue notes at pleasure. ‘Ihe notes each promise to 
pay on presentation a certain number of teaous. ‘The smallest at this port- 
town are for two teavus, the largest for fifly teaous; at other towns 
and cities 1 have seen them for 100 teaous. A teaou, which in the 
































south of China means 1,000 of the above-mentioned copper alloy 
coins called “ tseen by the Chinese and * cash” by foreigners, 


means here 1,009 Kwang-tung seaou tseen—ie,, 1,000 of the small 
cash of Kwan-tung. Kwan-tung siguifying “east of the passes" —i.e., 
cast of the preat wall and its gates, corresponds to what I have called the 
Newchang Consular district, as composed of the three provinces of Man- 
chooria and the settled portion of eastern Mongolia, Each city and large 
town of this region has its own circulation of these sao tseen peaou, or 
small cash notes ; the notes of one city passing with difficulty at the next 
adjoining city, though on an averaze only thirty miles distant, and not 
passing at all beyond distances of forty to fifty miles, There is no coin 
corresponding 0 the name of Kwantung small cash; and a teaou or 
1,000 of them are only equal to 100 of the geueral copper-alloy “ cash ” of 
China, The latter are, in consequence, throughout this district strung on. 
twine by means of the centre hole in sums ot 160 cash, each of which sums 
is then called a teaou. Although the notes profess to be payable on pre- 
sentation, in fact, each issuer is by custom bound to give in exchange only 
one-fifth in copper alloy “cash,” the balance in notes of otler issuing 
houses; to which the holder must then repair to repeat the process, so

that when a man changes a note say for 50 teaous, the value of which is 
little more than £2 sterling, he has usually to visit about six or eight 
issuing houses in succession, some of which may be a mile distant from 
each other. The rate ofexchange between the notes and silver bullion 
alters daily in each city, and is fixed by the body of money changers who 
meet every morning at daybreak to settle it. The rate during the past 
five years at this port town has averaged about 9 teaous for 1 tael, and 
has ranged from 7 80-100 teaous to 10 teaous. 


MANUFACTURE OF BEAN CAKE. 
Preparations are now being made by Messrs. Thos. Platt and Co., 
British merchants at this port, for the establishment of a bean cake and 
oil steam factory in connection with an experieaced practical engineer, 
who has inspected the existing manufactories, and who is now in England 
engaged with the new steam machinery. At present, the beans are. first 
crushed by means of a huge granite wiicel running on a circle or ring of 
nite stones, and drawn by animals, nearly all mules, but with a few 
jorses. ‘The crushed beans, resembling irregularly shaped wafers, are 
then steamed for about five minutes ; after which they are made up into 
round packazes of equal weight by being enveloped each in two grass 
bundles laid in a peculiar manner, and held together by two iron hoops. 
Five of these packages are then’ put into a press, from which they are 
taken as five cakes, and the oil expressed from which has flowed down into 
areceiver below each press. The rim of each cake is then pared by 
hand, when it is ready for exportation. ‘The pressing is effected by two 
wooden wedges in each press, driven in by two men with heavy stone 
hammers. When the factories are kept working night and day, 
which is quite usual, thirteen men and about twenty-two mules or horses 
are required for each pair of crushing stones, There are now here 102 
pairs of crushing stones and 204 presses kept in operation by about 1,330 
men, and 2.250 mules and horses, They are making from 20,000 to 
24,000 cakes in twenty-four hours. The factories are usually kept in full 
operation during the warm season. During the cold season there is 
generally a pause, owing to the fact that the frost prevents an equal quan- 
tity of oil being éxpressed from the beans, and renders the steaming more 
expensive. It requires but a slight consideration to see that European 
mathinery driven by steam might be brought with advantage to bear on 
this branch of industry. By a little ingenuity the same fuel that supersedes 
the mule and man-power in the crushing and pressing operations might 
without additional cost be made to supersede the steaming fuel, and by a 
suitable arrangement of the fires, boiler, and machinery in one and the 
same double windowed building, the temperature might, again without 
additional cost, be maintained at a height suitable for expressing through- 
out the winter.

1 will, therefore, treat these speciall 
As regards piece goods, there has certainly been a revival of demand con- 
sequent on the reduction of cost. A further cause of the improvement of 
trade in cotton piece goods is found in the comparative failure of the native 
cotton crop in the North of China, and the consequent falling off in the 
quantity of cotton goods produced in the country, and imported to the 
southern provinces. In the sale of opium, a slizht faling off will be ob- 
served as compared with the returns of 1564. Lam of opinion, i

This portion of the trade of Foochow (the import trade) is, Iam sorry 
to state, still hampered to a very prejudicial extent with the inland and 
local taxes levied on the goods imported. Ortices for the collection of 
these taxes are established at a few yards from the doors of the warehouses 
of foreign merchants, and in some cases in such a manner as to damage 
the interests of some in favour of other houses. 

Exronts.—The only important export from Foochow is tea, and I 
shall therefore confine my remarks to this article, the trade in which has 
been unusually large during the past year, and at prices which promise to 
show a result exceedinaly favourable to the foreign merchant. The 
market for congou, which is the staple for the Jondon market, opened at 
apparently full rates, but, owing to lower rates of exchange and freight, the 
actual cost was in general considerably less than it was in 1864, and in 
many cases a profit of 40 or 30 per cent. may be hoped for. This result 
is mainly due to the increase in the consumption of tea throughout the 
United Kingdom since the last reduction of the duty and to the cessation 
‘of hostilities in America, though at the same time it is partly attributable 
to the disturbed state of the southern portion of the province, which has 
caused a part of the tea, which usually found shipping at Amoy, to be

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpax, Avavsr 24, 

A general confusion has prevailed in Parliament. It was 
supposed, as I wrote you in a former letter, that the Second 
Chamber would be prorogued as soon as it was decided that the 
India Budget for 1867 ought to be again examined in the 
sections, and the influential journals asserted, on apparently 
good authority, that this important Bill would not be discussed 
during this sitting. The fact that only about fifty members 
were present at the Hague made this statement eredible. In 
the meanwhile the Second Chamber continued to have its busi- 
ness regulated by the order of the day. Several ills of local 
interest, and amongst them that to alter the Excise duty upon 
sugar, and that authorising Government to take vigorous 
measures where rinderpest prevails or breaks out again, were 
approved of. An extraordinary calmness—a laisver aller—was 
however predominant till Mr. Fokker interpellated the Cabinet 
as to the fact of our Minister of Foreign Affairs having made 
useless conerssions to Belgium. In consequence of the Minis- 
ter’s reply, he proposed that the House should declare that it 
regretted that the Minister had yiclded to the claims of Belgium. 

The fact is that Belgium protested, some time ago, against the 
damming up of the Easter Scheldt, which is necessary for tho 
construction of the Zealand-Limburg Railway, Without any 
question the water belongs to our territory alone; no treaty 
binds us towards Belgium ; and as charity begins at home, the 
former Cabinet did not care for the protests of the Belgium 
Ministry, and ordered that the public works skould be con- 
structed. In the meantime Count van Zuylen became Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and the Belgian Cabinet, profiting by the 
fresh delay, succeeded in obtaining that an international ‘com- 
mission should be appointed to examine their claims. It needs 
no explanation thas this opportunity was a promising one for 
the Opposition. ‘The Ministcrialists however succeeded in induc- 
ing the Chamber to consent that this motion should not be dis- 
cussed until after the papers had been laid before the members. 
Of course the danger was frustrated for the momeat. The Belgian 
engineers have arrived already and will begin their examination 
to-day ; aud the States-General will have to vote against a fuit 
accompli.

TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 
(EROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hanwure, Avast 23. 

Letters have been received here annnouncing the total loss 
of the Bremen barque Libelle, on her voyage from San Fran- 
cisco to Hong Kong, on an uninhabited island in the Chinese 
scas called Wake Island. After remaining there for three 
weeks exposed to great privations, the crew embarked in their 
boats to endeavour to reach the nearest inhabited island, After 
knocking about for a whole fortnight one of the boats with 
twenty-two of the crew, under the command of the chief mate, 
succeeded in reaching the Marianne or Ladrone Islands, where 
they were most kindly received by the Governor, aud amply 
supplied with food and clothing. Of the fate of the other 
boat with eight men, commanded by the captain, nothing 
has yet been ascertained; but the Governor had sent 
out a schvoner to look for them, and bring away the money 
buried on Wake Island by tho passengers, among whom were 
the members of an English dramatic company bound for China, 
where they intended to perform.

In the two years just elapsed they 
succeeded so well that others were induced to follow, and the 
Commandant has now received intelligence that more than a 
hundred additional families from the same quarter are on the 
road aud may be expected to arrive in the course of the present 
summer, If the Government continues to encourage this move- 
ment and afford these emigrant the usual facilities, it caunot but 
be hizhly advartageous for the development of the newly ac- 
quired territory, as the Coreans are an active, intelligent, and 
Vigorous race. ‘The Chinese Government has no power to 
interfere and prohibit this emigration, as Corea is only nominally 
subject to Chinese rule, but virtually totally independent.”

THE EAST INDIAN EXPORT TRADE. 

The following letter, published in The Times, relates to the manner in 
which the tinancial arrangements in connection with our East Indian ex- 
port business are carried on, and the way in which im difficult times they 
are certain to lead to difficulties :-— 

« Sir,—At atime when 10 per cent. is accused of having wrought all 
the injury lately inflicted upon trade, it may be opportune to refer publicly 
to some of the details of business which, uneound in themselves, have com- 
bined to hasten the last powerful corrective, now cutting so deeply while 
making its cure. 

\ The subject is a very wide one, but in the present letter I will confine 
my remarks to an ordinary operation in Fast Indian export business, and I 
shall be glad if discussion may suggest improvement as shall modify 
the elements of fiction and self-deception more or less inberent in the 
finance attending such transactions. 

« Let us suppose that A, B, C, and Co. are about to ship 100 bales of yarn. 
to Madras. The Girst step is to order the yarn in Manchester from a buy- 
ing firm who have confidence in the solvency and honesty of the London 
and Madras houses. The yarn is duly tought and shipped. The next 
step is to arrange that Manchester shall be paid without London really 
parting with coin until Madras has sold the yarn and remitted the proceeds. 
‘This realisation cannot be relied on under nine months from date of the 
ship's sailing. The payment, then, has to be arranged upon the joint credit 
of Manchester and London, with a letter of guarautee from the latter to 
the former that the specific funds to come from Madras shall, when re- 
ceived, be applied to the ultimate payment for the yarn. 

“None can deny that with two solv English houses and an honest 
Indian firm to scil and remit, the capitalist should run no undue risk in 
advancing his money to assist this operation until its conclusion, nor would 
the other two parties concerned accept more than ordinary business risk ia 
the transaction. 

« But now begins the mutual customary misrepresentation. 

“ Manchester draws on London at months’ sight for value received 
at say, ‘5 per cent. discount, with money easy.’ The first fiction consists 
in Manchester and London directly promising that the bill shall be paid in 
six months, and the capitalist, who discounted the bill, pretending to be- 
lieve that it will be paid at the end of six months. 

« All the parties to the operation knew well that the representative coin 
cannot pos-ibly be in hand at the date stipulated, and that the bill must be 
renewed, or that serious consequences may happen to all concerned. 

“ Time, always correctly measured by the due date of bills, brings the 
nevitable maturity of the Manchester draught, and possibly fiuds discounts 
at ‘10 per cent. with money tight.” Capitalist pretends to expect pay- 
ment, while Manchester and London cannot do that which they never in- 
tended to do, and for which they did not expect to be calied upon to 

rovide, 
Pee With possibly much trouble, and with certainly great loss of discount, 
Manchester and London renew their bill for three months at 10 per ceut. 
‘The capitalist now; as eager to get back his money as he was before to 
part with it, augments the risk by the naturally increased danger of the 
Manchester and London names in a panic money market, and the fiction 
is thus extended to nine months. 

« [need not trouble your readers by sketching the results of failure on the 
part of either London or Madras to fulfil its obligations in the yarn trans 
action, but [ will assume that within the nine months funds in some legiti- 
mate form reach Lordon, and that the Manchester draught is duly paid, 
and the transaction closed. ¢ All is well that ends well 

“Tn ordinary times, and for generations past, this financing has been 
found to fulfil its general purpose; it is, however, unsuited to the present 
day of monetary and commercial activity. important item of export 
business to India should be so conducted as to give it a legitimate credit 
character, for to the fuil extent of the bona fide credit so employed would 
be diminished the dangers, anxieties, and uncertainties to which that trade 
is, among others, exposed when the Bank rate is raised to 10 per cent. 

Let ‘value received’ when coupled with an undertaking to pay a given 
sum upon a given day be no longer looked upon as a formal fiction, but 
let every firm that signs its name under that assurance be called upon by 
the capitalist discounter to give some reliable assurance that representative 
value exists for the due fulfilment of the obligation undertaken. Nothing 
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would be easier than for every export bill of exchange to specify and to 
give lien upon the goods it represents. 

“4 Were this change insisted upon by capitalists, six months’ bills, im- 
mature and showing nothing but the signatures of their makers, would give 
place to nine and twelve months’ bills against declared securities. 
Capitalists would thus escape much risk, sound and good trading would be 
rather helped than otherwise, and one element of derangement would be 
modified in our financial and commercial world. 

“ While able men are studying capital, currency, Sc., it may be worth 
inquiry if there be not important elements of danger (justified by custom) 
more or less directly interfering with the true action of the laws by which 
our money world is governed, and which, in their bearing upon our neces- 
sarily complicated system of world finance, may have greatly helped to 
bring upon us our late severe pressure,

portant fora place in your columns I may refer ina future letter to the 
unsuitability of existing finance practices as applied to the carrying on of

CHINESE MOMAMMEDANS, 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

‘The last mail from China announces that the Mohammedan of that 
country are again giving trouble, having made an irruption into Kan-suh 
and then burned the capital, ‘They must have come out of Shen-si, 
where they abound ; and the immense province of Kan-suh, or “ Volun- 
tary Reverence,” into which they have gone is for the most part a 
howling wilderness of sand and snow, extending over about 400,000 
square miles, beyond the Great Wall and the Yelland River, over the 
deserts of Gabi to the confines of Songaria and Thibet. A portion of it, 
however, which lies on the south side of the Yelland River, is tolerably 
fertile, and in that is the capital Lan-chan, which is sad to have been 
taken by the disciples of Islam. The population of Kan-suh is almost 
entirely Buddhist, 

This movement has most probably arisen, not from any particular suc- 
cess on the part of the Mohammedans in China, but from their having 
been hard pressed by the Imperialists in their own peculiar province, 
where for some years they have been state of more or less ab. 
nation, In the recent disordered state of the Flowery Land aud weakened 
condition of the Imperial Government, it was to be expected that the 
adherents of a creed so fierce, proselytising, and uncompromising as 
that of El-Islam would try to astert themselves and to throw off the 
rule of a Government which, while it tolerates all forms of religion, 
will ailow no interference with the Celestial Emperor's sacred will 
in matters of the State. Indeed, it is remarkable that 60 fanatical a 
sect should for centuries in China have held in complete abeyance the 
command of their Prophet that those who will not accept the faith should 
be putto the sword ; but in India we have also seen how the most bigoted 
Mallabs will accommodate themselves tothe material necessities of their posi 
tion. In 1862 the Mohammedans of Shen-si rose in a somewhat formid- 
able insurrection, and capiured the most important cities in the province, 
amongst oihers the capital Si-gnan, which is dear to the Chinese as having 
been the seat of the Tang dynasty, under which passed a glorious period 
of the national history, and of the great Emperor Tai-tsung, who estab- 
lished the system of literary examinations, drew up the Celestial Code 
pacified the whole country, and extended his sway so that, westward, it wa, 
ouly limited by a line stretching from Behar in India to the Caspian Sea, 
This revolt was put down partly by force, partly by arrangement, as a 
similar one was managed in the the last century by th: Emperor Kien- 
lung ; but there has ever since 1862 been some ditficulties in that portion 
of China, as indeed, there had been frequently before. 

‘The relationship between China and Mohammedanism began at a very 
early period, for so early as the reign of the Kalif Walid, about 708, an 
embassy was sent to China by way of Kashgar, and on a tablet in the Mo- 
hammedan Hiang Fang or “Echoing Tomb,” at Canton, it is stated that 
there were disciples of the Prophet settled in Shen-si in the reign of the 
Emperor Wu tsung, 842, In one Chinese native work, the statistics of 
Kwangchau, it is even stated that Mohammed himself sent_a maternal 
uncle to trade with Chiua in the sixth year of the Ilejira. Be that as it 
may, we know that in the ninth century Wahab and Abuzaid, the Arabian 
travellers, wrote an account of the Flowery Land; and about 1330, Ibn 
Batuto found wealthy Mohammedan merchants in all the great Chinese 
‘cities. The Arabs do not seem to have any difficulty in getting on with 
the easy-going Celestials, and it was not till Mohammedanism got some 
bold over the rouzh tribes of the north-west frontier that it began to cause 
trouble, As that frontier of the empire now expanded, now contracted, 
according to the vigour and good fortune of the Government, the Mo- 
hammedans in that reign were naturally left in some dubiety as to how far 
it was necessary or expedient to acknowledge the Emperor. Hence they 
have every new and then shown a disposition to rise, and in 1827 Le 
Hangis caused the Government some anxiety by his insurrectionary mov 
ment. ‘The Chinese say that it is useless to be particular in observing 
politeness and ceremony towards the Mahommedans, because they imagine 
that they are feared and become arrogant, whereas, when they are treated 
with severity and rudeness they are impressed with respectful fear and be- 
come manageable, But it is not only in Shen-si that Mohammedans are 
to be found. There are small communities of them at Canton, at Tien- 
tsin, at Peking, and scattered elsewbere over China. Except in the north- 
west they are not in the least formidable, and do not scruple to pass the 
Government examinations and worship the memory of Contucius, and take 
office when they can get it. They have become Celestialised, but not to 
the same extent as the Jews who established themselves in China many 
centuries ago, and wino, while retaining a few rules of the Pentateuch, have 
ost ail the peculiarities of their race and faith, thereby vindicating a re- 
markably penetrative judgment of the philosopher Kant, who said in his 
« Religion innerhalb der Grenzen der blossen Vernuuft,” that it was the 
opposition of Christianity and of Mohammedanism which had kept Judaism 
alive and preserved the Jews as a peculiar people, and who predicted, as it 
seems righly, that in a state of society where they would not be exposed to 
juch oppo: it would be found that both Judaism aud Jews would 
rapidly disappear.

Bank shares have been in demand, with a rise in prives, 
Chartered of India, London, and Chiua, Chartered Mercantile, 
and Oriental have been in special request.

There is still no demand 
whatever for silver for the East, while the inquiry for te Con- 
tinent is very limited. The quotation for bars is 5s. Old. per 
ounce, and for Mexican dollars 4s, 103d. 

Ata meeting of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) the 
liquidators, Messrs. Turquand and Harding, made a call of £10 
per share. Many objections were offered by the proprietors 
present, including one to the effect that the shares had been 
taken on the faith of the prospectus, which guaranteed share- 
holders against all loss from the old firm. An application in 
Chancery was made on behalf of a shareholder for leave to ex- 
amine all books and documents connected with the formation 
of the company, and the decision wes that this privilege could 
not be accorded to a single shareholder, but that an applicatioy 
from # number of shareholders on behalf of the general bodn 
would probably be granted. The application will therfore be 
renewed in a modified form on the 28th inst. 

The report of the Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris is ptib- 
lished. The net profits of the year amounted to 5,096,939f, 
and the sum distributed for the year will be 63f. 50c. per share, 
equivalent to about 12 7-10ths per cent. The prudence with 
which the directors have managed the affairs of the company 
during the late erisis is highly commended. 

Messrs. Sillar and Bateman have received telegrams from 
Hong Kong to the 29th July, giving exchange at 4s, 53d; aad 
export of tea for the fortnight 12,000,C00 lbs. : 

‘The accounts received by the Agra and Masterman’s Bank from 
the Calcutta branch are considered favourable to the prospects of 
the liquidation. The High Court in full bench have decided that 
the Court has no jurisdiction to order the winding up of the 
Calcutta branch, and the liquidation of this portion of the 
business may now, therefore, be conducted in harmony with 
the proceedings in London. The Calcutta agent has meanwhile 
made advances to the indigo cultivators to enable the crops to 
be saved on which the bank has a lien, and the report of the 
probable outturn is satisfactory. 

The screw steamer Erl King reached Gravesend on the 22nd 
from Foochow, after a passage of seventy-seven days, with the 
first cargo of the new season’s tea, The ships Fiery Cross, 
Serica, Ariel, Taeping, and Taitsing may be expected to arrive 
from the same port very shortly.
